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Rabbis 

embrace 

same-sex 

unions

W hile Congress, state legisla¬ 
tures, and voters across the 
country have enjoyed signifi¬ 
cant success in prohibiting gays and 
lesbians from marrying under civil 
law - thereby singling out a minority 
group to deny its members the equal 
rights and protections provided for in 
the U.S. Constitution - religious de¬ 
nominations have steadily and in¬ 
creasingly begun to acknowledge the 
value and sanctity of same-gender 
love and commitment. 

Last Wednesday, April 29, the rab¬ 
binic body of Reform Judaism - with 
about 1.5 million members the largest 
denomination of Jews in North 
America — declared at its conference 
in North Carolina that “the relation¬ 
ship of a Jewish, same-gender couple 
is worthy of affirmation through ap¬ 
propriate Jewish ritual.” 

While other organized religions in 
the United States have embraced same- 
sex marriage or commitment cere¬ 
monies, Reform Judaism is the first 
major religious denomination to do so. 

“It was really an affirming moment 
for gay and lesbian people and their 
families and friends,” said an ecstatic 
Rabbi Denise L. Eger of Congregation 
Kol Ami in West Hollywood, who 
helped to win the resolution’s passage. 
“The resolution is really historic.” 

Carefully recognizing a “diversity 
of opinion” among its 1,800 member 
rabbis, the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis resolved that while 
they support their clergy who “choose 
to officiate at rituals of union for 
same-gender couples,” they will also 
support those who do not. 

The CCAR, which will be publish¬ 
ing educational and liturgical re¬ 
sources for the use of its rabbis in con¬ 
ducting commitment ceremonies, also 
called upon member rabbis to respect 
each other’s decisions on whether or 
not to officiate Jewish same-gender 
commitment ceremonies. 

Rabbis will have the authority to 
decide what type of service to use if 
they decide to officiate at a same-sex 
union ceremony - and what to call it. 

“Different strokes for different 
folks,” said Eger. “For some of us, we’ll 
call it a wedding. For others, we’ll call 
it a commitment ceremony.” 

In a statement announcing the res¬ 
olution, the CCAR noted that two dif¬ 
ferent committees within the organi¬ 
zation’s leadership have come up with 
opposite conclusions in recent years 
on the question of “kedushah,” or ho¬ 
liness, in same-gender relationships. 

In a 1998 report, the Ad Hoc Com¬ 
mittee on Human Sexuality said that

Dangerous decibels: 
Dancing till deaf MRTTWO

T his second of three articles answers fre¬ 
quently asked questions and 
the mechanism.of hearing loss. 


My favorite club wasn't on your list and 
not in the habit of carrying around a deci¬ 
bel meter, so how do I know if it's too 
If you have to shout to be heard 
three feet away, that’s a good warning sign. 
Temporary ringing in the ears when you 
leave a club is another. The director of the 
League for the Hard of Hearing’s Noise 
Center, Nancy Nadler, suggests the follow¬ 
ing test: Before you go into a club, set your 
car radio to a comfortable listening level on 
a talk radio station. When you come out, 
don’t touch the volume. If you have any 
difficulty hearing, or if the speech sounds 
muffled in any way, that indicates you 
probably experienced a temporary shift in 
hearing. With repeated exposure that tem¬ 
porary shift in hearing will become per¬ 
manent and there’s nothing you can do to 
get it back. (For those cabbing or Muni-ing 
it, try the experiment with a Walkman.)

Below, the cochlea with damaged hair 
cells, the result of noise-induced hearing 
loss. The cochlea is about half as large as 
the nail on your pinkie. 


I'm okay as long as I dance far from the 
speakers, right? 

Wrong. Of course it’s best to dance 
away from the speakers but you’re still in 
danger without earplugs. The biggest dif¬ 
ference in sound levels was noticed at the 
space on 3rd and Harrison, home to sev¬ 
eral dance clubs, including City Nights and 
Faith. If you dance on the back of the stage 
above the main dance floor, you’ll save 
yourself about 4 decibels, but you would 


still be well in the danger zone. 

Okay, so I'm in a club already and I forgot 
my earplugs, is there anything I can do to 
protect myself?

Forget the tissue, it will reduce the lev¬ 
els only by a few decibels and could be

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Domestic 
partner 
bills make 
headway

M arriage fans, don’t fret. Proposition 
22 hasn’t kept us from securing equal 
benefits, and if the right wing is true 
to its word, it won’t. 

Just in time to beat those post-22 blues 
are three bills in the California Legislature 
that have recently overcome their first hur¬ 
dle. Lobbied by the California Alliance for 
Pride and Equality, the bills - which passed 
the Assembly Judiciary Committee 10-3 on 
March 28 - each provide for partnership 
rights and responsibilities in the event of an 
emergency or tragedy. 

AB1990, authored by Assemblywoman 
Gloria Romero (D-Los Angeles), provides 
domestic partners the right to make med¬ 
ical decisions for each other if either partner 


lacks the capacity to make decisions regard¬ 
ing his or her health care. For those without 
the resources to draw up these provisions 
on their own, an automatic right could 
mean all the difference in a crisis. 

AB2047, authored by Assemblyman Dar¬ 
rell Steinberg (D-Sacramento), places regis¬ 
tered domestic partners in line to inherit 
property if one partner dies without a will 
and also allows a partner to be designated ad¬ 
ministrator of his or 
her deceased part¬ 
ner’s estate. Current¬ 
ly, if a person dies 
without a will, his or 
her domestic partner 
is not entitled to in¬ 
heritance. Think of 
Vanessa Redgrave in 
HBO’s If These Wall 
Could Talk 2, and the 
bill’s importance is 
evident. 

Finally, from the sister in the house 
comes AB2211, Assemblywoman Sheila 
Kuehl’s (D-Santa Monica) revision to the

he landmark Endup dance 
j| club will shut its doors for 35 
is days as part of a negotiated 
settlement with the state’s Alco¬ 
holic Beverage Control and the San 
Francisco Police Department. The 
Endup’s owner, Carl Hanken, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that he will 
close his club on Thursday, April 
13, and reopen Thursday, May 18. 

Hanken said the settlement 
stemmed from three drug buys 
made by undercover officers last 
fall. Two of the buys were made 
inside the club and the third was 
made outside. Hanken said al¬ 
though each incident of a drug 
sale generally comes with a 15-day 
closure penalty, he was able to ne¬ 
gotiate the total down to 35 days. 
Hanken said ABC agreed to be 
more lenient, acknowledging the 
Endup’s efforts to curtail drug use 
in and around its club. 

ABC’s district manager, 
Michael Mann, said he couldn’t 
comment on the settlement until 
after it had been signed. Hanken 
said he plans to sign it this week. 

Hanken believes his club was 
unfairly targeted and said he con¬ 
sidered fighting the ABC com¬ 
plaints but decided it would be 
too costly. Hanken believes un¬ 
dercover officers would have no 
problem buying drugs almost 
anywhere in the city. “You can go 
into Nordstrom’s or 850 Bryant 
[the Hall of Justice and police

headquarters] and buy drugs if 
you are persistent enough.” 

Hanken said the 35-day shut 
down will settle numerous com¬ 
plaints against the Endup by the 
SFPD. Hanken said he hoped for a 
better relationship with the de¬ 
partment with the Southern Dis¬ 
trict’s new captain, Sylvia Harper. 

San Francisco police narcotics 
Lieutenant Kitt Crenshaw has 
praised the Endup in recent 
months for thoroughly patting 
down its customers at the door 
and posting anti-drug signs. 
“We’ve cracked down so much 


lately, with the pat-downs, it’s al¬ 
most to the point of being anti¬ 
social,” said Hanken. “And we 
have an extensive 86 list of people 
we keep out.” 

Hanken hopes to make the 
most of the closure by catching up 
on maintenance and repair work 
on the club. 

The Endup is one of the oldest 
nightclubs in San Francisco. Han- 
ken’s late brother Al founded the 
club in 1973. The Endup is on 
Sixth and Harrison streets, just 
around the corner from the Hall 
of Justice. V

Endup settles with ABC 


Last dance at G-Spot Sat.

F or those lesbians who have 
trouble finding their G-spots, 
it’s about to get even harder. 
This weekend, the Girl Spot - 
San Francisco’s longest running 
lesbian dance club - will shut 
down, quite possibly for good. The 
weekly party, long suffering poor 
attendance due to the emergence 
of other popular lesbian events, 
will go out with a bang at its regu¬ 
lar space the Endup this Saturday, 
April 8, starting at 8 p.m. 

“I close the doors ... with great 
sadness,” said Mariah Hanson, the 
club’s promoter. “But I am very 
grateful for my experience. I’ve 
been able to keep the club open 
for ten years.” 

The Girl Spot opened its doors 
January 11, 1990 at the Endup 
under the direction of Hanson and 
other pioneers, making the event 
the first time a prominent dance 
club offered a Saturday night to a

weekly lesbian club. The party at¬ 
tracted 1,000 lesbians the first 
night and regularly drew crowds of 
650 women after that. It made its 
home at several spaces, including 
the Stud and VSF, before moving 
back to the Endup in 1996. 

Recently, monthly dyke dance 


parties such as “Club Q” and 
“Backstreet” began to draw many 
Girl Spot regulars. While these 
parties in themselves tend to cater 
to different crowds, the fact that 
they are monthlies made them 
unique and novel to quite a few 
Girl Spot goers. 

“Twice a month, we’re left al¬ 
most empty,” said Hanson, who 
said she has been struggling for 
about five years and decided to 
call it quits with the Endup’s 35- 
day suspension. [See story above.] 

Hanson, who also runs Club 
Skirts and the Dinah Shore week¬ 
end, said there is a possibility of 
reopening a similar venue in the 
future. 

“I do, however, think the era of 
the Girl Spot is over. There just 
isn’t support for it,” she said. 

Saturday’s finale is $8 at the 
door and will feature DJ Dawna 
Montel, who is flying in from Los 
Angeles. The Endup is located at 
401 6th Street and can be reached 
at(415) 337-4962. ▼

ACT UP/SF 
Fools no one

W as it an April Fools’ Day 
joke, or was ACT UP/San 
Francisco actually apolo¬ 
gizing “to those who have become 
ill or died because they accepted 
our advice to reject scientifically 
proven treatments as poisons,” 
among other things? 

“A Public Apology: AIDS Isn’t 
Over,” read the brightly colored 
leaflets that began appearing on 
telephone poles, sides of build¬ 
ings, and in grocery stores in San 
Francisco last week. 

While a spokesman for the col¬ 
lective of activists using the name 
ACT UP/San Francisco quickly 
claimed credit for the leaflet, call¬ 
ing it their little “April Fools’ joke,” 
others claimed that it was an 
“affinity group” of AIDS activists 
unaffiliated with ACT UP/San 


Francisco that wrote and circulat¬ 
ed the flier. 

In any case, for those who may 
have been wondering, the dozen 
or so AIDS dissidents, animal 
rights activists, and medical mar¬ 
ijuana purveyors known as ACT 
UP/San Francisco are not really 
apologizing for “resorting to 
physical violence,” or for “calling 
anyone who disagreed with us 
liars and murderers,” or for com¬ 
paring HIV physicians to “Nazi 
torturers,” and certainly not for 
“deliberately creating confusion 
about the names of groups with 
whom we differ,” among other 
mea culpas listed on the leaflet. 

“That’s okay, let ’em say it’s an 
ACT UP/SF thing,” said Matthew 
Sharp, a longtime AIDS treatment 
activist apd member of the non¬ 
profit Survive AIDS, the group 
formerly known as ACT 
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San Francisco

dition of “gender identity” as a 
protected class in the city’s anti- 
discrimination ordinance, the 
board said in its resolution creat¬ 
ing the task force, but the majori¬ 
ty of recommendations from the 
HRC report have not been imple¬ 
mented by city departments and 
the private sector. 

“This time we will focus on 
implementation,” said Leno. 

Including gender identity in the 
anti-discrimination ordinance was 
the “beginning of the process, not 
the end,” said Larry Brinkin, coor¬ 
dinator of HRC’s Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual, Transgender, and HIV 
Unit. “Over the five years since im¬ 
plementation, we’ve had over 200 
complaints, (including) some of 
the most vicious and blatant dis¬ 
crimination we’ve ever seen.” 

Meeting monthly over two 
years, the task force is expected to 
focus on developing systemic pol¬ 
icy recommendations to imple¬ 
ment citywide in six major areas: 
employment, hate violence, law 
enforcement, housing, public ac¬ 
commodations and social ser-

Police release ‘new’ 
Bodfish information

F riends of transgender mur¬ 
der victim Emmon Bodfish 
are assailing renewed police 
speculation that Bodfish orches¬ 
trated his own murder. The spec¬ 
ulation arose late last week when 
the Contra Costa Sheriff’s office 
released “new” information on 
the case, some of which had been 
reported months ago in the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Investigators said Bodfish 
wrote a detailed diary account of 
his own murder while his son, 
suicide victim Max Wills, wrote in 
a journal that Bodfish was on the 
top of a list of people he believed 
should die. 

Police said they analyzed two 
decades’ worth of diaries written 
by Bodfish. In them, he detailed 
his deep depression and hatred of 
his body. In one of the diary ex¬ 
cerpts released by police Bodfish 
wrote: “Tell body it’s a stupid 
piece of shit that should be beaten 
to death.” Investigators said he de¬ 
scribed in detail that he wanted to 
be bludgeoned to death. Bodfish’s 
bludgeoned body was found in 
his Orinda home June 30. “We be¬ 
lieve this is beyond a mere coinci¬ 
dence,” said Sergeant Mark Hale. 

Bodfish’s writings refer to his 
negative thoughts as “Bl. D.C.,” 


which police believe stands for 
“Blue Demon Consciousness.” 
Bodfish wrote: “New, far more ef¬ 
fective way to beat a ‘demon.’ 
When Bl. D.C. mouths off, go 
silent. Don’t speak to her or about 
her. Don’t speak. Walk over to 
nearest good solid object Pick it 
up. Come back. Hit her up the 
side of the head. Total silence. No 
comment after, either. Silence.” 

Bodfish died of blunt force 
trauma to the head. 

Many of Bodfish’s friends believe 
his writings were a simply form of 
therapy for him. “He wasn’t talking 
about physically beating himself,” 
said friend Willow Oak Istarwood. 
“He talked to me a lot about his 
demons. Demons left over from the 
abuse he had as a kid.” 

Bodfish friend Stacey Wein¬ 
berger agreed Bodfish’s writings 
should not be taken literally. “It 
was his way of working things 
out,” said Weinberger. 

Another Bodfish friend and 
one of his former caregivers, 
Megan Timberlake, called the po¬ 
lice interpretation of Bodfish’s 
writings “superficial.” 

Bodfish’s friends don’t believe 
Wills had anything to do with his 
mother’s death. Instead, they 
think it’s more likely Wills killed 
himself out of the sadness of los¬ 
ing his mother, and with his 
mother dead, there was no longer

any barrier preventing him from 
acting on the suicidal feelings that 
he already had. 

Wills was found dead in a 
Santa Monica hotel room a day 
after his mother was found dead. 
He had checked into the room 
just hours after being told by 
phone his mother was dead. 
Wills’s wrists and throat were 
slashed. A suicide note was found 
in the room and for the first time 
police released excerpts last week. 
In the printed note, Wills, 33, said 
his “decision to leave has not been 
a quick one but one carefully con¬ 
sidered since age 23.1 say this so 
that people will not say if only 
someone had been there to talk 
him out of it, and get sad ... 

“I have know [sic] that if I were 
to die before my mother the effect 
on her would be devastating,” 
wrote Wills. “She has my predispo¬ 
sition to melancholy (this choice of 
word is too weak) and the addi¬ 
tional crosses to bear of chronic in¬ 
somnia, and headache probably 
much worse than mine. I was the 
closest person to her in her life; 
sadly she had few friends to turn to 
for comfort in her dark times.” 

Police say they don’t consider 
Wills a suspect in his mother’s 
death nor can they rule him out 
because they can’t account for all 
of his time while he was vacation-

T he Bay Area’s greatest chefs -

“You Gotta Have Heart - a 
gourmet extravaganza” will honor 
those who have dedicated them¬ 
selves to the AIDS crisis and will 
raise money for both AEF and its 
sister project, the Breast Cancer 
Emergency Fund. Award recipi¬ 
ents include the GodFather Ser¬ 
vice Fund, the South of Market 
Merchants and Individuals 
Lifestyles Events, community vol¬ 
unteers Bill Holcomb and Robert 
Rawley, the Eagle bar, Daddy’s bar, 


and others. 

AEF, which has strong ties to 
the leather community, is one of 
the few AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions that has no paid executive 
director. AEF provides emergency 
financial assistance to people liv¬ 
ing with AIDS to help them pay 
rent, utility, and other vital bills. 
The annual dinner is one of AEF’s 
biggest fundraising events. 

Over 800 people are expected 
to attend the gala, hosted by 
cabaret diva Sharon McNight and 
co-chaired by Supervisor Leslie 
Katz and Mr. S. Leather owner 
Richard Hunter. The evening be¬ 
gins with a 6 p.m. silent auction 
for AEF, which features items such 
as an X-rated video collection 
worth $2,000, art work, books, 
leather, and vacation packages.

ing in Southern California. Hale 
said although Wills listed Bodfish 
at the top of a list of people he be¬ 
lieved should die, his writings 
contained no animosity toward 
his mother. Hale said the other 
people on Wills’s list were not 
people with whom Wills had any 
recent close contact. 

Wills’s friend and former 
roommate, Patty Ross, also does¬ 
n’t believe Wills could have killed 
his mother. Ross told the B.A.R. 
that although Wills’s relationship 
may have been “strained” at 
times, she doesn’t believe he had 
the passion to kill his mother. 
Ross believes Wills’s list of people 
he believed should die was a fan¬ 
tasy and not a hit list of people he 
wanted to kill. 

Police hope the release of new 
information may help spur any¬ 
one with information to come 
forward to help them solve the 
baffling case. 

“You throw it all [the evi¬ 
dence] into a pot and what you 
got is a lot of unanswered ques¬ 
tions,” said Hale. ▼

HIV treatment interruption 
to be discussed Tuesday

Y our numbers are up and down, your body may be resisting your 
meds, you would never consider breaking from your treatment, 
you’ve already stopped and your blood doesn’t notice. 

There’s a category for all persons on HIV therapies, and every 
last one of them is encouraged to attend “Stopping and Starting HIV 
Treatment,” a conference hosted by Dr. Steven Deeks of the Univer¬ 
sity of California, San Francisco AIDS Program this Tuesday, April 
11, in Oakland. 

Drug holidays and structured treatment interruption have been 
given much coverage in the media recently, both good and bad. 
While some figures indicate that a closely monitored break in HIV 
meds may lower resistance, other data shows drastic increases in 
viral loads and loss of T-cells due to interruption. Certainly the strat¬ 
egy will have different results in different people, and all the current 
information will be presented by Deeks at the Kaiser Permanente 
Center’s Fabiola Building, 3801 Howe Street, in Oakland. 

The conference is from 6:30-8:30 p.m. and is free and open to the 
public.

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Rabbis rock...and other items 


A nother brick in the wall of anti-gay 
discrimination tumbled away last 
week when the rabbis of Judaism’s 
Reform movement overwhelmingly ap¬ 
proved a resolution that declared same-sex 
relationships were “worthy of affirmation” 
through Jewish ritual and that Reform rab¬ 
bis who want to perform gay and lesbian 
weddings can do so and would have the 
support of the branch’s rabbinical body. 
Coming less than a month after California 
voters approved Proposition 22, the resolu¬ 
tion passed by the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis makes it the largest reli¬ 
gious denomination to go on record in sup¬ 
port of gay marriage, and clears the way for 
the conference’s 1,800 rabbis to perform 
such ceremonies. 

Readers may recall that in exit polls fol¬ 
lowing last month’s election, Jews over¬ 
whelmingly voted against Proposition 22 by 
76 percent. 

As with just about everything in life, 
there is a compromise in last week’s action. 
The CCAR’s resolution offers support for 
those rabbis who choose not to perform 
same-sex weddings, nevertheless, the decla¬ 
ration was hailed by gay rights activists and 
many rabbis as a major breakthrough in 
that it means “we have gone beyond a time 
of tolerance and acceptance to a time of em¬ 
bracing the souls of gay and lesbian Jews,” 
said Rabbi Valerie Lieber, with the Gay and 
Lesbian Rabbinic Network, a caucus within 
the conference. 

We hope other major religious groups - 
namely the Methodists and Episcopalians - 
soon follow the Jewish Reform movement 
in allowing same-sex marriages to be per¬ 
formed in their churches. 

The CCAR was already on record as fa¬ 
voring a right to civil marriage for gays; the 
resolution adopted last week uses the term 
“union” to describe a gay relationship. 

In an unrelated matter, news last week 
of the study measuring women’s fingers to 
see if there is a relationship between finger 
length and being a lesbian drew chuckles 
from just about everyone. We first heard 
about the study last year, but were unsuc¬ 
cessful in talking with the researcher, Uni¬ 


versity of California, Berkeley Professor 
Marc Breedlove, apparently because he was 
reluctant to discuss his study before it was 
published. The study raises some ques¬ 
tions, however, as it was conducted 
about as unscientifically as possi¬ 
ble at three Bay Area street fairs 
(including the Castro and Fol- , 
som street fairs) using a portable 
copy machine. Based on the data, 
Breedlove concluded that the aver¬ 
age lesbian has a more masculine fin¬ 
ger length pattern - an index finger 
that is considerably shorter 
that the ring finger on the 
right hand - than do straight 
women. 

Perhaps more disturbing, however, is 
Breedlove’s implication that prenatal an¬ 
drogens may influence adult sexual orien¬ 
tation in both sexes and that one could pre¬ 
sumably add some hormones prenatally 
that could influence sexual orientation. 


Finally, we’d like to take this opportunity 
to acknowledge the Bay Area Reporter's 29th 
anniversary. It was in April 1971 that the 
B.A.R. first started appearing in gay bars 
around the city and over the years, the paper 
has grown into one of the most widely 
read publications serving the gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, and transgender com¬ 
munities. Over the years, the advances 
and setbacks in the fight for equal 
rights for the GLBT community have 
been told in our pages, along with the 
stories of thousands of people who 
1 have died of AIDS-related 
complications since the epi¬ 
demic began in the early 1980s. 
So as we quietly celebrate our 
29th year of publication, we look forward to 
the day that we can report on finding a cure 
for AIDS and the day when everyone has 
equal rights, without regard to sexual orien¬ 
tation or gender identity. Hopefully, we 
won’t have to wait another 29 years. ▼ 




See you at Starbucks April 13

offee is as American as apple pie. 

Even with non-English names like 
“latte” and “cappuccino,” it’s still the 
preferred breakfast drink of most Americans. 
But how much do you really know about that 
“cup a Joe” you can’t leave home without? 

Do you know, for instance, that it’s pro¬ 
duced from the second most traded prod¬ 
uct on the world market (oil is of course the 
first). The U.S. consumes about a fifth of the 
world’s supply. It’s a $5 billion-a-year in¬ 
dustry. About 20 million people throughout 
the world (in 49 countries in Asia, Africa, 
Latin America, and the Caribbean) are em¬ 
ployed in producing coffee. 

Many are not paid a wage that they can 
live on, trapping them in a vicious cycle of 
poverty. Some farmers receive as little as $3 a 
day to support a family of five. Any way you 
spin it, that’s not a livable wage. Some farm¬ 
ers are only paid 50 cents a pound by mid¬ 
dlemen, half the usual market price and al¬ 
most one-third what fair trade coffee goes for. 

That’s why on Thursday, April 13 in as 
many as 25 cities throughout the country, 
the international human rights organiza¬ 
tion Global Exchange (which supports de¬ 
mocratizing the world economy and 
putting an end to sweat shops) will organize 
protests in front of local Starbucks cafes to 
demand that the extremely lucrative chain 
switch to buying and offering customers fair 
trade certified coffee, that is, coffee that 
guarantees farmers a living wage. 

In San Francisco, protesters will picket at 
5:30 p.m. in front of the Starbucks at 18th and 
Castro. Among them will be members of the 
Lesbian Avengers, Lesbian and Gay Insurrec¬ 
tion and the Harvey Milk LGBT Democratic 


Club. They will ask that Starbucks, which is 
the largest retailer of gourmet coffees in the 
U.S. (owning a fifth of the cafes nationwide 
and netting $1.7 billion last year), stock fair 
trade coffee, which, among other things, pays 
farmers who are organized in cooperatives 
$1.26 a pound for their coffee regardless of 
the ups and downs of the market; and offers 
them technical assistance in transitioning to 
organic farming, which is better for the 
environment. 

So why should this concern 
queers? 

Our connection to coffee is in¬ 
disputable. Judging from the over¬ 
flow crowds at cafes in the Castro, 
we consume a lot of lattes, cap¬ 
puccinos, and the like. 

Java also is an integral 
part of our mating ritu¬ 
als. Meet a cutie and it’s 
only a matter of minutes before we say: 
“How about some coffee?” In the early days 
of gay liberation we even called our social 
gatherings “coffee hours.” 

On a more serious note, as a communi¬ 
ty, we understand corporate responsibility. 
We demand that corporations have non¬ 
discrimination policies and offer domestic 
partnerships. We often boycott corpora¬ 
tions that don’t. Witness the recent highly 
successful United boycott. 

A very basic principle of corporate re¬ 
sponsibility is paying workers a living wage. 
In fact, it’s an issue that is in the headlines a 
lot these days. Some cities have already 
passed living wage ordinances to ensure that 
businesses contracting with government 
agencies guarantee their workers a livable 
salary. Many queers here in San Francisco 
are involved with trying to pass the living 
wage ordinance currently before the Board 


of Supervisors. In fact, it was introduced by 
board President Tom Ammiano and is sup¬ 
ported by many queer leaders. Queers will 
benefit from this living wage because, as we 
all know, we are everywhere, including in 
low-paying jobs. 

So, too, are we in the fields of Latin Amer¬ 
ica or Asia picking coffee beans. And we de¬ 
serve a wage that can sustain us. Global issues 
belong to us because we are part of the globe. 
If we want a living wage here, we should also 
want one in other countries, especially those 
places that our goods come from. 
Starbucks recently purchased 
75,000 pounds of coffee from fair 
trade sources, but considering 
that it has 2,300 outlets nation¬ 
wide (the purchase breaks 
down to 30 pounds per 
store), that amount clear¬ 
ly is not enough. Star- 
bucks also has contributed to the welfare of 
workers on plantations, most notably build¬ 
ing schools and clinics. But continuing to pay 
non-fair trade prices only perpetuates the 
cycle of poverty that keeps farmers depen¬ 
dent on the generosity of corporations and 
unable to become self-sufficient. 

You can help. Join us on April 13 in front 
of Starbucks - or write a letter to the com¬ 
pany about fair trade coffee. Also, ask for 
fair trade coffee at your favorite cafe and 
your grocery. Encourage store owners to 
stock it. 

These simple things could make a big 
difference in the lives of a lot of people 
around the world. ▼

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First LBT women’s health forum 

San Francisco is a city of firsts. The Lesbian, Bi¬ 
sexual, Transgendered Women’s Health Forum is not 
only another in a long list of firsts for San Francisco, 
but this forum, with its diverse program and list of 
speakers, is a first for any city in the nation. 

The forum, to be held on Friday, April 7 at the 
Grand Hyatt Hotel on Union Square, was created to 
address the 1999 Institute of Medicine report, enti¬ 
tled Lesbian Health: Current Assessment and Direc¬ 
tions for the Future.” The report details the specific 
health concerns facing lesbians, how service providers 
treat lesbians, how lesbian health problems have been 
documented, the research that exists in this area, and 
several other health concerns. 

With my co-hosts Mayor Brown and Department 
of Public Health Director Mitch Katz, we hope this 
forum will make the IOM report more visible and ac¬ 
cessible, provide education about the cultural and re¬ 
search needs surrounding lesbian, bisexual and trans¬ 
gendered women’s health issues, and discuss ways to 
bring members of these communities together. 

Though we tried to be as inclusive as possible, 
inviting hundreds of providers, researchers, advo¬ 
cates, and clients in our community as well as saving 
a number of spaces for the public at-large, we also 
knew there would be limitations of space and time. 
Even with those limitations, though, we have not had 
to turn away anyone from participating in any of the 
LBT Women’s Health forum events. We have worked 
to accommodate all community members 
who want to attend the kickoff reception 
on Thursday, April 6 [tonight] at Kaiser 
Permanente’s new medical facility, the 
forum itself on April 7, or the Lesbian 
Health Research Day at UCSF’s Laurel 
Heights campus on April 8. 

The forum was organized by many 
committed community members who 
wanted a substantive, fun, and provoca¬ 
tive event to call attention to the specific health con¬ 
cerns of the LBT community. The forum proudly has 
confirmed a host of renowned scholars, including 
Kate O’Hanlan, M.D.; Cynthia Gomez, Ph.D.; Cather¬ 
ine Dodd, R.N.; Sandra Hernandez, M.D.; Patricia 
Robertson, M.D.; Audrey Koh, M.D.; and Phyllis Lyon 
and Del Martin. Following morning presentations by 
these leaders in LBT health care, the afternoon will 
include a myriad of breakout sessions on specific and 
diverse topics. 

One of the major outcomes of the forum will be 
the discussion and future adoption of “San Francisco 
Community Standards of Practice for Provision of 
Quality Health Care Services for Gay, Lesbian, Bisex¬ 
ual and Transgendered Clients.” This document, 
modeled after standards and indicators developed by 
the GLBT Health Access Project of Massachusetts- 
based JRI Health Institute, will ensure that all health 
care institutions, facilities, and programs understand 
the steps required to provide quality health care ser¬ 
vices for GLBT clients. 

Because this event is the first of its kind, it will 
hopefully be the catalyst for smaller events through¬ 
out the city and elsewhere addressing the specific 
health concerns of lesbian, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
dered women. 

We have worked very hard to encourage participa¬ 
tion by as many people as possible. If you are interest¬ 
ed in any of the LBT Women’s Health forum events, 
please call (415) 554-5336 for more information.

Assaulted by noise almost everywhere 

The March 30 article on noise levels at dance bars 
[“Dangerous decibels: Dancing till deaf”] might also 
have included bars, restaurants, cafes, movie theaters 
and even, or perhaps especially, gyms in its coverage. 

It is becoming increasingly difficult to find gathering 
places where you are not assaulted by piercing and 
damaging noise levels. The cacophony makes talking 
with friends difficult and meeting new people even 
more difficult. With conversation eliminated for 
everyone but chronic shouters, the only way left to 
connect is purely sexual. Sexual encounters are fine, 
but not when they become the only option. In addi¬ 
tion, as verbal contact becomes too frustrating to 
bother with, looks get elevated to higher and higher 
status, putting more pressure to do whatever you can 
to make yourself better looking. What I find particu¬ 
larly troubling is the realization that as the hearing of 
managers, employees and regular customers deterio¬ 
rates further, those who control the sound systems are 
likely to turn the volume ever higher to compensate.

Hearing loss is no joke 

The article on hearing loss due to loud music in 
the clubs brought to mind a warning in a letter I 
wrote that was published in the B.A.R. about 10 years 
ago. After attending the now-defunct Trocadero 
Transfer’s White Party, I told the tale of my bringing 
a sound meter into the club because I had complained 
to anyone who would listen (which was nobody at 
that time except the employees, the saying being “If 
the music’s too loud, you’re too old”) that the volume 
was way too loud. As I recall, the sound level in that 
club was around 115 dB. I warned in my letter that 
any sound over 90 dB for more than a short period 
of time would damage hearing, and as a professional 
reviewer of stereo equipment, I knew that this would 
eventually become an issue. 

I must disagree with Page Hodel and others who 
suggest that loud music is de riguer. As a first'genera¬ 
tion club deejay of gay clubs in the 1970s, I know that 
we did not blast music at that time. This is a contem¬ 
porary issue of ignorance. 

First, it is not necessary to have extremely loud 
music in clubs. The problem with most speakers is 
that there is a region where human hearing is highly 
sensitive to sound. This is the 1-3 kHz region 
(the upper midrange/lower treble), which, 
in most speakers, is where the speaker de¬ 
signers take the shortcuts that destroy 
human hearing. Hence, that region is 
screechy, and this is the region that allows 
people to distinguish individual words, 
instead of them all sounding like mush, 
as Pete Avila avers in the article, as well 
as allowing them to hear others clearly 
even in environments with loud background noise. 
Conversely, the loudness accompanied by distortion 
and screechy high frequencies in clubs burns out the 
hearing in this very region, making it hard to hear 
clearly, even in quieter environments. 

Club deejays play music louder in order to give a 
feeling of impact. Ignorance, in this case, is not bliss, 
because, after a while, you won’t even hear it as well as 
you once did. 

The other major culprit, concomitant with loud 
volume, is distortion. Distortion increases as the dri¬ 
vers (woofers, tweeters, midrange units) are pushed 
past their upper limits (the sound level at which they 
perform optimally). This is also a property of having 
poor amplification. Owners rarely pay attention to 
the quality or speakers or amplification. 

As a reviewer for high-end stereo components, I’m 
aware of many speaker systems that could convey im¬ 
pact without harming human hearing. They also are 
smaller (giving more space to dance), and have a 
much flatter frequency response, ensuring clear pow¬ 
erful bass and a clearer midrange, making it easy to 
hear all the words without strain. I saw a reviewer 
state that Club Universe had a “state-of-the-art” sys¬ 
tem - highly unlikely, as a state-of-the-art system 
would be terrifically gentle on the ears. Any good 
speaker system should sound clear at lower volume 
levels (80-90 dB). 

The other factor is that the clubs do not have ad¬ 
equate sound-dampening materials, so the sound ric¬ 
ochets off the walls and the other speakers, causing 
cancellations of certain frequency ranges. In other 
words, the music disappears and words “drop out,” 
never to be heard (clearly) again. 

Thanks to the B.A.R. for investigating this very im¬ 
portant subject in depth. I’ve been warning of the 
dangers of hearing loss due to loud music since the 
days I was a club deejay. Hearing loss is no joke.

Killing off the AIDS activist movement 

Your front-page article of March 23 (“ACT 
UP/Golden Gate changes its name to Survive AIDS”) 
was vindication. I’m grateful that ACT UP/San Fran¬ 
cisco’s (AUSF) rotten-to-the-core politics and “med¬ 
ical advice” are finally being denounced head on.

When they began their political franchise as 
“DNCB Now!” and later AUSF, those of us who were 
active in regional ACT UP chapters tried at first to 
meet with them to cooperate on common initiatives. 
But such meetings were failures because, aside from 
their faulty analyses, they mainly used these njeetings 
to launch infantile tirades, and they regularly direct¬ 
ed their harshest venom - personal and political - at 
activists in the room. 

Many tried ignoring them, in the hope that they

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would dry up and blow away. Instead they were given 
a huge grant by PETA in order to oppose animal re¬ 
search - especially AIDS research - and then got into 
the lucrative medical marijuana business. Pasquarel- 
li, Bellefountaine, and Ronnie Burk have parlayed 
their gain into a huge retirement plan for themselves. 

What a shame that the genuine research activists 
with community ties must hold the proverbial “bake 
sale” to raise funds, while the renegade AUSF has over 
$1 million to spread misinformation through slick 
propaganda ( Magnus magazine, advertising, and 
posters), promote confusion, and attack PWAs. 

What a shame the ACT UP network didn’t hit 
back sooner and expose AUSF. Had we taken them on 
with the gusto we took on the drug companies, every¬ 
one would’ve seen through them. Their mantle as “al¬ 
ternative” and “challengers of orthodoxy” would’ve 
been smashed to bits. Better still, their alleged science 
would’ve been pulled out from under them. 

AUSF and HEAL fall back on the tired old Dues- 
bergian themes that were knocked down a long time 
ago. I’ll never forget the day I caught Peter Duesberg 
on a radio call-in show, where he said he was going 
to inject himself with HIV to show it was harmless. I 
was the caller who offered him the blood to do it. 
You’ve never seen anyone balk so fast; he was so flus¬ 
tered he didn’t know what to say. Duesberg and his 
followers still have nothing new or helpful to say after 
10 years of grandstanding. 

AUSF has a long track record of doing the most to 
make life difficult for PWAs around the world: 

They hurt the reputation of ACT UP and genuine¬ 
ly radical activism, by their crazed and bizarre antics. 
The fact ACT UP/Golden Gate had to change its name 
- to a less catchy one, at that - is evidence enough that 
AUSF has poisoned the atmosphere and sullied the 
reputation of ACT UP chapters nationwide. 

They hinder “Healthgap to Africa” work, which is 
a current focus of the ACT UP network. AUSF re¬ 
portedly will go to the International AIDS conference 
in Africa to promote their Duesbergism. Their logic 
boggles the mind, but fortunately Africa’s experience 
with AIDS is one of the best examples of why AUSF is 
bound to fall flat. After all, if HIV isn’t a deadly virus 
and the cause of AIDS, how come so many Africans 
who happen to have the virus are dying, when it ap¬ 
pears they would not otherwise? If HIV drugs are so 
toxic and not helpful in managing the disease, how 
come people in Africa who don’t have access to them 
are dying at such a high rate, whereas those in other 
continents who do have access are living longer and 
generally healthier? 

They hurt the health of PWAs in America by 
spreading confusion about HIV and bad medical ad¬ 
vice. They jeopardize the health of people who are still 
HIV-negative by telling them they don’t need safer 
sex. 

The saddest part of all is the impressionable young 
people who follow AUSF and may go on to contract 
HIV and get AIDS, because AUSF told them it was 
harmless. 

We in the East Bay have Duesberg himself to fight 
against. We are fortunate Messrs. Pasquarelli, Bellefoun¬ 
taine, and Burk are loathe to come over here. The shad¬ 
ow of AUSF’s corrupt politics doesn’t make our work 
any easier. Thank the goddess for Survive AIDS and the 
former ACT UP/Golden Gate. These are our war veter¬ 
ans from the front lines of the fight against AUSF.

Where’s the debate? 

[The following was sent to Jeff Getty:] 

I find it ironic that you et al continuously choose 
to attack and defame ACT UP/SF because of their dis¬ 
sident views concerning HIV and AIDS. And in a fee¬ 
ble attempt to divert people’s attention away from 
what they have to say, you et al consistently draw at¬ 
tention to the pot dispensing club that they run and 
how much money they supposedly make. What does 
their pot club have to do with anything? 

It would be fair to suggest that the whole AIDS in¬ 
dustry, including Survive AIDS, profits enormously 
off the fear of HIV and AIDS, which is orchestrated 
and mass marketed by ASOs, pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies, and the media directly to the gay community. 

This in turn sends the very same people who lis¬ 
tened to you, trusted your word, and started taking AZT 
and protease inhibitors to find their way to ACT 
UP/SF’s pot club in search of relief from the high toxi¬ 
city levels and horrendous deformities being caused by 
the drugs you et al previously encouraged them to take. 

In the beginning of AIDS history, ACT UP was 
born out of the concept of urgency and militancy by 
using direct action to get the drug companies to 
“speedtip the process” of getting AZT approved and 
to get people to listen to our pleas. Without knowing 
the serious, deadly side effects and high toxicity lev¬ 
els, thousands and thousands of gay men ended up 
succumbing to the exceedingly high levels of AZT and 


other drugs used to counter the side effects of AZT, 
being prescribed. 

In 1992 AIDS and AIDS-related deaths were on 
the decline. This was several years before protease in¬ 
hibitors were marketed to the gay community. The 
increase in AIDS cases happened when the CDC 
added to the definition of AIDS and blamed these in¬ 
creases on a “mutant virus.” Since then, the CDC has 
changed the definition of AIDS a couple more times 
and again, this increase is blamed on a “mutant virus.” 

I find it arrogant for Survive AIDS et al to refuse 
this debate and to make it a non-important issue 
when there are serious questions to be asked. 

Wouldn’t you like to ask why the Elisa and Western 
Blot tests are non-standardized from country to 
country, why they are read differently between labs, 
why they test for proteins not a virus and that the test 
can have a positive reaction to over 70 other things, 
including pregnancy? 

And what about these facial and body deformities 
that have been increasing with the use of protease in¬ 
hibitors? 

It was also revealed a few weeks ago in the B.A.R. 
that protease inhibitors have been found to acceler¬ 
ate the age process and cause osteoporosis. Along with 
this new revelation, there have been cases of liver, kid¬ 
ney, heart failure and death directly resulting from the 
very same drugs that are suppose to be helping us live. 

Furthermore, have you ever asked yourself why the 
scientific establishment uses a magnification device 
(PCR) in order to see the HIV virus that is supposed 
to be so prevalent in the body? Did you know that this 
specific test has never been FDA approved for this 
type of use and that Kary Mullis, who invented this 
test, has time and again explained that the PCR is 
being used incorrectly by the AIDS establishment? 

So where is your conscience while this bodily de¬ 
struction is happening right in front of your faces? 
Where is your independent, critical thinking and why 
are you not asking questions?

Why we should care about Elian 

Most readers of this newspaper probably feel that 
the issue of whether Elian Gonzalez is reunited with 
his father in Cuba has little to do with them. Most of 
us have not had the heart-wrenching experience of 
being involved in a child custody battle and many of 
us would think twice about sending a child back to a 
country that is perceived as being repressive, espe¬ 
cially to its gay population. After numerous trips to 
Cuba where I had the opportunity to challenge all the 
misinformation in this country in regards to Cuba, I 
can tell you that I would feel more free as a gay man 
living in Cuba than in many of the states in the U.S. 
and most of the countries of the world. 

My purpose, however, is not to debate politics as it 
should not be in the case of Elian. The focus should be 
on the rights of a parent and plenty of gay men and 
lesbians can sympathize with the plight of Elian’s fa¬ 
ther, Juan Miguel Gonzalez. Not even the Miami 
Cubans are claiming that he is not a good, loving fa¬ 
ther only that he has made the horrible mistake of 
being born in Cuba and staying there. Like in the case 
of many gay parents, custody battles are lost simply be¬ 
cause they are born homosexual and choose to live that 
way, not because they are seen as being bad parents. 

But the aspect of the Elian case that disturbs me 
most and should disturb anyone who has suffered as 
a result of a strict religious upbringing, is that he is 
being sent to a private right-wing Catholic school, 
against the wishes of his sole surviving parent, where 
he is taught that homosexuality is a terrible sin against 
nature. This is not to say that in Cuba he would be 
taught that homosexuality is a good thing, but I have 
visited schools and talked to teachers there, and I can 
assure you that it is not part of the curriculum to re¬ 
vile homosexuality. In fact there is a growing move¬ 
ment among psychologists to include homosexuality 
as an alternative lifestyle. In this Miami school, on the 
other hand, Elian could learn to be a future fag-bash¬ 
er and/or in the case that he is homosexual himself 
learn self-hatred with all its destructive ramifications. 

It also should come as no surprise that those who 
are paying for his schooling and the campaign to force 
him to stay in this country also contribute heavily to 
right-wing organizations and the campaigns of our 
arch-enemies in Congress such as Jesse Helms. This 
fact alone should tell us that those surrounding Elian 
in Miami are much more motivated by their political 
vendetta against Castro than the welfare of the boy.

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Log Cabin Republicans 
to meet this weekend

T he California Log Cabin Re¬ 
publicans will hold its annu¬ 
al state convention this 
weekend, April 7-9, at the La Casa 
del Camino Hotel in Laguna 
Beach. The statewide Log Cabins, 
comprised of eight chapters, in¬ 
cluding a new one recently char¬ 
tered in Sacramento, is probably 
the strongest and most active of 
any of the state chapters, and the 
meeting this weekend will include 
the usual political workshops, 
luncheons, dinners with GOP 
speakers, political interchanges, 
and very likely a discussion as to 
when - or if - the state group 
will eventually endorse 
Texas Governor George 
W. Bush, the presump¬ 
tive Republican presi¬ 
dential nominee. 

While several state 
Log Cabin members 
told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that Ari¬ 
zona Senator 
John McCain 
was “clearly 
the heavy favorite” among its state 
members in last month’s primary, 
which was, of course, eventually 
won, along with all of the state 
GOP delegates, by Bush, there re¬ 
mained some doubt as to whether 
the state organization would en¬ 
dorse the Texas governor in No¬ 
vember. Bush has his supporters, 
limited though they may be, 
among gays and lesbians in Cali¬ 
fornia; indeed, there will be two 
delegates and four alternates to 
the July GOP convention in 
Philadelphia already pledged to 
Bush from the state Log Cabin 
Republicans. 

In light of Bush’s continuing 
mixed signals from his Austin 
headquarters as to whether he 
would meet with any Log Cabin 
members, let alone actually seek 
an official endorsement from the 
group, it remains to be seen if the 
national group of Log Cabin clubs 
will actually endorse a presiden¬ 
tial candidate this year. Many Log 
Cabin members continue to be 
troubled by the reports out of 
Austin that there are widespread 
differences among Bush opera¬ 
tives as to whether a meeting with 
gay and lesbian Republicans is ac¬ 
tually desired or even thought to 
be politically smart, particularly 
in view of the feeling that to hold 
such a meeting would only infu¬ 
riate Bush’s supporters among the 
more-important Christian right. 
One source in the Bush camp ac¬ 
tually went so far as to admit last 
week that Pat Robertson had 
“warned” the Bush camp against 
ever meeting with the Log Cabin 
group; that same source indicated 
that she feels Bush himself feels it 
is not worth the chance that his 
right-wing Christian supporters 
would be offended by such a 
meeting. 

Numerous San Francisco 
members of the local Log Cabin 
chapter will attend the weekend 
Laguna Beach convention; state 
Senate GOP minority leader Jim 
Brulte of San Diego will address a 
Saturday luncheon and Secretary 
of State Bill Jones, who switched 
his support from Bush to McCain 
only weeks before the all-impor¬ 
tant March 7 primary, will be 
guest speaker at a dinner Saturday 
night. Jones, the highest elected 
Republican statewide official, is 


often mentioned as a candidate 
for governor, but his current 
standing with national Republi¬ 
cans and the Bush campaign 
makes a run for governor in 2002 
less likely. Information on this 
weekend’s Log Cabin convention 
can be obtained by calling David 
Hansen, the state Log Cabin chair, 
at(714)328-4242. 

Politics and people 

Some reports have it that a gay 
or lesbian judge could be among 
those San Francisco appoint¬ 
ments (currently, there are five 
openings) awaiting Governor 
Gray Davis’s approval. 

And my Sacto sources tell me 
that despite the governor’s 
recent “interim” ap¬ 
pointment of Susan 
Burr as the secretary 
of education, Marin’s 
termed out Assem¬ 
blywoman Kerry 
Mazzoni, one of the 
Legislature’s best, could 
eventually end 
up with that 
job on a per¬ 
manent basis. 

Not too early to be talking 
about San Francisco’s next may- 
oral race, I guess, since the job is 
always a subject of interest when 
more than three or four political 
junkies get together in the city, 
and the conversation at a recent 
fundraiser was no different. First, 
there’s the one being circulated 
that state Senator John Burton 
wants a term as mayor after 
Willie Brown’s second term is 
over; former supe Angela Alioto 
is telling everyone that she will 
“definitely” go the next time 
around; wealthy Pacific Heights- 
area supe Gavin Newsom is 
known to be very much interested 
in replacing Mr. Brown; Board of 
Supervisors President Tom Am- 
miano is being urged by many of 
his fans to make another try and 
is said to be “seriously” thinking 
of doing so; and termed-out supe 
Barbara Kaufman reportedly is 
interested at throwing her hat 
(never seen her wear one, actual¬ 
ly) into the race. Then, again, 
many political types - gay and 
straight alike - are saying that As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden is 
a “natural” and would make a 
great mayor (frankly, I couldn’t 
agree more), and of course, there 
are always the perennial candi¬ 
dates who run to see their names 
on the ballot. With Mayor Brown 
unable to seek a third term be¬ 
cause of term limits, the next 
mayoral race is sure to be a free- 
for-all, but are we really in such a 
hurry for this one? 

The race for U.S. Senate in No¬ 
vember between incumbent Di¬ 
anne Feinstein and GOP chal¬ 
lenger Representative Tom 
Campbell is well under way de¬ 
spite little media coverage this 
early; both sides are busing build¬ 
ing up campaign war chests, lin¬ 
ing up big-name supporters and 
fundraisers, and getting ready to 
take to the television airwaves 
very soon. This one will likely be a 
huge effort though Campbell is 
unlikely to have really deep pock¬ 
ets like Feinstein’s last GOP oppo¬ 
nent, Michael Huffington ($28 
million) did. Campbell’s camp is 
already complaining that Fein¬ 
stein’s commanding high poll 
numbers is causing him hardships 
in the fundraising department, 
even among some Republicans. 


Other Campbell problems: he’s 
for taxing the Internet (wait until 
his home base of Silicon Valley 
gets word of this one); he voted 
for impeachment of President 
Clinton (a very unpopular Cali¬ 
fornia vote, even in his home dis¬ 
trict), is thought to be pro-gay, 
pro-choice, and favors an experi¬ 
mental drug giveaway program 
(all stands the GOP opposes), 
then there’s this thing Campbell, 
like his two GOP predecessors, 
Pete McCloskey and Ed 
Zschau, has about Israel (Camp¬ 
bell can hardly be called pro-Is¬ 
rael). And there’s the obvious big 
problem Campbell has - Califor¬ 
nia voters’ seeming love affair 
with the enormously popular Fe¬ 
instein (even Republicans, partic¬ 
ularly GOP women, like her). 

Memo to gay and lesbian vot¬ 
ers in Los Angeles - I realize Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Gil Garcetti might 
not be the smartest lawyer you’ve 
ever known (in San Francisco, we 
can tell you about inept prosecu¬ 
tors) but the November runoff in 
that city pits Garcetti against a 
very conservative Republican 
challenger, Assistant District At¬ 
torney Steve Cooley; gay and 
lesbian political leaders in Los An¬ 
geles are reportedly already advis¬ 
ing their people that “the devil 
you know is clearly better than the 
devil you don’t know.” 

And did you catch the bizarre 
interview in last week’s SF Weekly 
with District 3 supe candidate 
Rose Chung (“A Republican by 
any other name”)? Chung, a pro- 
choice Republican, says she’s 
heard that Tom Ammiano and 
Terence Hallinan are Marxists 
(hmm, won’t touch that one); 
strongly supported last month’s 
Proposition E because she thinks 
70 percent of the city’s homeless 
are drug abusers; she pays proper¬ 
ty taxes in San Jose but claims res¬ 
idency here since she crashes at 
her mom’s North Beach home 
during the week; supports Bush 
for president, and has Doug 
Comstock for her campaign 
manager. Enough said? Looks like 
Lawrence Wong’s chances of be¬ 
coming a supervisor from District 
3 improve each time they inter¬ 
view one of his opponents. 

Absolutely, I’m among those 
who think Vice President Al Gore 
came off as pandering in his Elian 
Gonzalez stance, but this is all 
about politics folks, and Bush 
cannot win the presidency with¬ 
out Florida, where some polls 
now show Gore slightly ahead de¬ 
spite Bush’s brother Jeb Bush 
being the governor there. 

In a major break with his own 
party (as well as with the state 
GOP) Governor Davis last week 
urged the U.S. Supreme Court to 
uphold this state’s open primary 
elections, which allow voters to 
cast ballots for candidates of any 
party in primaries; in the 1998 pri¬ 
mary, Davis attracted many GOP 
voters which gave him invaluable 
momentum heading into the gen¬ 
eral election that year, where he 
won by a 20 percent plurality. 

Finally, my “Quote of the 
Week” from CBS late night host 
David Letterman to NBC News 
anchor Tom Brokaw, discussing 
the integrity (or lack thereof) of 
the presidential candidates - Let¬ 
terman to Brokaw: “In your heart, 
Tom, you know that George W.

H BO, in conjunction with its 
television special, Cancer: 
Evolution to Revolution , 
which premiered March 30 and 
repeats several times in April, is 
running a cancer resource site on 
its Web site (www.hbo.com). The 
comprehensive posting covers 
many cancer topics and offers a 
listing of groups for information 
and support. 

While this effort to supply 
people with more than just a 
show to watch is admirable, HBO 
failed to include the Mautner Pro¬ 
ject for Lesbians With Cancer in 
the resource listing. When repre¬ 
sentatives of the project brought 
this oversight to HBO’s attention, 
they were told many groups want¬ 
ed to be included, but not all 
could be.

American Justice 
shows none 

On March 29, A&E’s American 
Justice aired “The Life and Death 
of Teena Brandon,” a program 
about Brandon Teena, the 
transgendered youth who was 
murdered and who is the 
subject of the award¬ 
winning film Boys 
Don’t Cry.

Discovery Channel 
discovers intersex 

As one interviewee says in the 
documentary Is it a Boy or a Girl , 
“I’m neither. I’m between.” So 
sums up the common feeling of in¬ 
tersex people, those born with 
anatomy or physiology that differs 
from cultural ideals of male and fe¬ 
male. According to Intersex Society 
of North America Executive Direc¬ 
tor Cheryl Chase, five intersex ba¬ 
bies a day are surgically altered at 
the presiding doctor’s discretion 
everyday in the United States. 

Today, the intersex community 
is organizing and stepping for¬ 
ward to say these surgeries are 
often cosmetic, unneces¬ 
sary, and subjective. In¬ 
tersex activists want 
medical community 
members to rethink 
what they do when an 
intersex baby is born. 

On March 26, the 
Discovery Channel 
aired Phyllis Ward’s 
documentary, an hour- 
long look at the hormonal and ge¬ 
netic causes of ambiguous or 
combined genitalia, the proce¬ 
dures used to “correct” the condi¬ 
tions, and the lives of those affect¬ 
ed as they grow up and learn what 
happened to them as babies. 

In often heart-felt, first-person 
interviews, the people explain how 
they feel they were harmed by the 
initial and often subsequent surg¬ 
eries and denied the opportunity 
to make their own choice about 
what sex to identify as. It also de¬ 
tails the complexities faced by par¬ 
ents who are often forced to make 
quick decisions about what their 
baby’s sex should be. 

It is unfortunate that the first 
showing was on the same night as 
the Academy Awards. The next 
scheduled airing is on Mother’s 
Day, May 14, a date that also 
could limit the number of people 
tuning in.

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Free speech for Dr. Laura

W ith all the hullabaloo over 
a few gay activists’ de¬ 
mands to cancel Dr. 
Laura Schlessinger’s new TV 
show, you’d think there’s a great 
threat to free speech afoot. There 
isn’t. Instead, what we have is free 
speech at work. 

Thanks to a deal with Para¬ 
mount, Dr. Laura - who says ho¬ 
mosexuality is a “biological error” 
and counsels “reparative therapy” 
to cure it - will soon be seen on 
160 TV stations reaching 90 per¬ 
cent of American homes. 

Grant that Dr. Laura’s views 
about homosexuality are odious. 
Therefore, some activists want 
Paramount to cancel her show. But 
if we believe in free speech, should 
we really demand that she be taken 
off the air? There are essentially 
two types of arguments that hold 
we should not. One is bad, the 
other better. Both are wrong. 

Argument No. 1: “Urging 
Paramount to cancel Dr. Laura’s 
show violates her right to free 
speech. It’s censorship.” This style 
of argument - commonly aired in 
debates over bigoted public com¬ 
ments from people like baseball 
pitcher John Rocker and former 
football player Reggie White - is 
what results when a solid legal 
principle becomes pudding. 

The First Amendment pro¬ 
hibits government from restrict¬ 
ing the free flow of ideas. It does 
not immunize individuals from 
the consequences of what they 
say, like being criticized or losing 
friends, money, or even their jobs. 


You say what you want and accept 
the result. 

There is no guaranteed consti¬ 
tutional right to host a national 
television program. If Paramount 
cancels Dr. Laura’s TV show, she’s 
free to stand on a soapbox in the 
middle of Central Park and de¬ 
nounce homosexuals all she 
wants. I invite her to do so, late 
one summer evening. 

Nobody is asking the gov¬ 
ernment to order Dr. Laura 
off the air. Her legal free¬ 
dom to speak is not the 
issue. 

Argument No. 2: “Okay, 
it’s not the law of free speech 
that’s at stake, it’s the , 
underlying principle 
of free speech. We 
should encourage, 
not discourage, the expression of 
diverse viewpoints and robust de¬ 
bate in a democracy because that 
makes us stronger.” 

This is a better argument. It 
adopts a common and defensible 
theory of the function of speech 
in a free society: There is a “mar¬ 
ket” for speech in which con¬ 
sumers (citizens) should have 
wide choice among products 
(ideas). The maximization of 
those choices helps ensure the 
winners will be the best available 
contenders. 

There is indeed a market for 
speech, just as there is a market 
for food, housing, and entertain¬ 
ment. Except for a few isolated 
pockets of the world - China, 
Cuba, San Francisco - markets are 
generally viewed as preferable to 
the alternatives. 

In every market, however, con¬ 


sumers pass judgment. They typi¬ 
cally do this by deciding whether 
to buy a given product. They can 
also express their views on it with 
varying degrees of intensity, by 
buying a lot of the product or urg¬ 
ing others to do so, for example. If 
they dislike the product, they can 
do more than simply refuse to buy 
it - they can also tell others why 
they dislike it and even urge 
them not to waste their 
money on it. 

Those who embrace 
Argument No. 2 agree 
that we citizens, like con¬ 
sumers, should be able to 
pass judgment on Dr. Laura’s 
product. No one says 
the free speech prin¬ 
ciple means we must 
watch (“buy”) Dr. 
Laura’s show. Turning up the heat, 
practically everyone concedes we 
are justified under the free speech 
principle to criticize her harshly - 
even to ridicule her - for what she 
says. But they say the next step, ex¬ 
plicitly lobbying Paramount to take 
her off the air, is beyond the pale. 

The argument, then, is entirely 
over the level of intensity that cit¬ 
izens in a democracy should use 
in opposition to ideas they loathe. 
It’s clear, even under the rationale 
of Argument No. 2, that we can so 
publicly berate Dr. Laura that she 
will lose the respect of h?r bosses 
at Paramount, then lose viewers, 
and then be taken off the air. But 
we can’t explicitly say we want 
that result. In other words, under 
Argument No. 2, we may urge in¬ 
directly what we may not urge di¬ 
rectly. That’s a thin line to defend. 
What Argument No. 2 also 


says is this: Dr. Laura is free to ex¬ 
press her views at any degree of 
intensity she likes and that’s good 
for us, even if her ideas are odi¬ 
ous, because we need diverse 
views, etc. But, at the same time, 
those who oppose her intense 
views must restrain the intensity 
of their opposition because that’s 
bad for us. 

What happened to diversity 
and robust debate? In the battle of 
ideas, it seems, one side may go 
nuclear and the other must stay 
conventional. 

A truly free market of ideas re¬ 
flects not only the number of citi¬ 
zens who hold a particular view 
but also the intensity with which 
they hold it. This includes the in¬ 
tense view that gays should be “re¬ 
paired” and the opposite intense 
view that those who say such 
things shouldn’t be given a plat¬ 
form to say them to a potential 
audience of 230 million people. 

For decades, Dr. Laura and her 
ilk successfully argued that posi¬ 
tive portrayals of gay people 
should be kept off the air. They 
succeeded because the speech 
market at the time supported their 
demands. Now that the culture 
has shifted and it’s her turn to face 
a hostile market, Dr. Laura wants 
free speech. Let her have it. T

C astro and Market, March 30, 
7:45 p.m.: A woman was 
crossing the intersection at 
Castro and Market early last 
Thursday evening and was struck 
by an oncoming car. The driver 
stopped to render aid and the vic¬ 
tim was taken to the hospital 
where she was listed in critical 
condition with numerous inter¬ 
nal injuries and a broken back.

Remember to be careful when 
crossing the street; pedestrians do 
not always have the exclusive right 
of way.

9. Beware of vehicles turning right 
into your crosswalk. Often the 
driver is looking left as he/she 
steers to the right. 

10. Just because you have the right 
of way doesn’t mean you are 
safe. Don’t rely on the driver.

Please read this information before you start taking CRIXIVAN. Also, read the leaflet each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the 
place of careful discussions with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss CRIXIVAN when you 
start taking your medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when 
using CRIXIVAN and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

What is CRIXI V AN? 

CRIXIVAN is an oral capsule used for the treatment of HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus). 
HIV is the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). CRIXIVAN is a type of HIV 
drug called a protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. 

How does CRIXIVAN work? 

CRIXIVAN is a protease inhibitor that fights HIV. CRIXIVAN can help reduce your chances of getting 
illnesses associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN can also help lower the amount of HIV in your body (called "viral 
load") and raise your CD4 (T) cell count. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

CRIXIVAN is usually prescribed with other anti-HIV drugs such as ZDV (also called AZT), 3TC, ddl, ddC, or 
d4T. CRIXIVAN works differently from these other anti-HIV drugs. Talk with your doctor about how you should 
take CRIXIVAN. 

CRIXIVAN has been studied in adults. The safety and effectiveness of CRIXIVAN in children and adolescents 
have not been established. 

How shou l d I t ak e CRIXIVAN? 

There are six important things you must do to help you benefit from CRIXIVAN: 

1 . Take CRIXIVAN capsules every day as prescribed by your doctor. Continue taking CRIXIVAN unless your 
doctor tells you to stop. Take the exact amount of CRIXIVAN that your doctor tells you to take, right from the very 
start. To help make sure you will benefit from CRIXIVAN, you must not skip doses or take “drug holidays". 
If you don’t take CRIXIVAN as prescribed, the activity of CRIXIVAN may be reduced (due to resistance). 

2. Take CRIXIVAN capsules every 8 hours around the clock, every day. It may be easier 
to remember to take CRIXIVAN if you take it at the same time every day. If you have questions about when 
to take CRIXIVAN, your doctor or health care provider can help you decide what schedule 
works for you. 

3. If you miss a dose by more than 2 hours, wait and then take the next dose at the regularly 
scheduled time. However, if you miss a dose by less than 2 hours, take your missed dose immediately. 
Then take your next dose at the regularly scheduled time. Do not take more or less than your prescribed 
dose of CRIXIVAN at any one time. 

4. Take CRIXIVAN with water. You can also take CRIXIVAN with other beverages such as skim or non-fat milk, 
juice, coffee, or tea. 

5. Ideally, take each dose of CRIXIVAN without food but with water at least one hour before or two 
hours after a meal. Or you can take CRIXIVAN with a light meal. Examples of light meals include: 

dry toast with jelly, juice, and coffee (with skim or non-fat milk and sugar if you want) 
corn flakes with skim or non-fat milk and sugar 

Do not take CRIXIVAN at the same time as any meals that are high in calories, fat, and protein 
(for example — a bacon and egg breakfast). When taken at the same time as CRIXIVAN, these foods can 
interfere with CRIXIVAN being absorbed into your bloodstream and may lessen its effect. 

6 . It is critical that you drink at least six 8-ounce glasses of liquids (preferably water) throughout 
the day, every day. CRIXIVAN can cause kidney stones. Having enough fluids in your body should 
help reduce the chances of forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you 
develop kidney pains (middle to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Does CRIXIVAN cure HIV or AIDS ? 

CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking CRIXIVAN may still develop infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important for you to remain under the care of a doctor. Although 
CRIXIVAN is not a cure for HIV or AIDS, CRIXIVAN can help reduce, your chances of getting illnesses, includ¬ 
ing death, associated with HIV. CRIXIVAN may not have these effects in all patients. 

Does CRIXIVAN reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

CRIXIVAN has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood 
contamination. 

Who should not take CRIXIVAN? 

Do not take CRIXIVAN if you have had a serious allergic reaction to CRIXIVAN or any of its components. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with mv doctor? 

Talk to your doctor if: 

■ You are pregnant or if you become pregnant while you are taking CRIXIVAN. We do not yet know how 
CRIXIVAN affects pregnant women or their developing babies. 

■ You are breast-feeding. You should stop breast-feeding if you are taking CRIXIVAN. 

Also talk to your doctor if you have: 

■ Problems with your liver, especially if you have mild or moderate liver disease caused by cirrhosis. 

■ Problems with your kidneys. 

■ Diabetes 

■ Hemophilia 

■ High cholesterol and you are taking cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins”. 

Tell your doctor about any medicines you are taking or plan to take, including non-prescription medicines. 


Can CRIXIVAN be taken wi th o ther medications?** 

Drugs you should not take with CRIXIVAN: 

SELDANE® (terfenadine) HISMANAL® (astemizole) 

VERSED® (midazolam) HALCION® (triazolam) 

PROPULSID® (cisapride) Ergot medications (e.g., Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

Taking CRIXIVAN with the above medications could result in serious or life-threatening problems (such as 
irregular heartbeat or excessive sleepiness). 

In addition, you should not take CRIXIVAN with rifampin, known as RIFADIN®, RIFAMATE®, RIFATER®, 
or RIMACTANE®. 

Drugs you can take with CRIXIVAN include: 

RETROVIR® (zidovudine, ZDV also called AZT) EPIVIR'“ (lamivudine, 3TC) 

ZERIT® (stavudine, d4T) isoniazid (INH) 

BACTRIM®/SEPTRA® (trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole) DIFLUCAN® (fluconazole) 

BIAXIN® (clarithromycin) 0RTH0-N0VUM1/35® (oral contraceptive) 

TAGAMET® (cimetidine) Methadone 

VIDEX® (didanosine, ddl) — If you take CRIXIVAN with VIDEX®, take them at least one hour apart. 
MYCOBUTIN® (rifabutin) — If you take CRIXIVAN with MYCOBUTIN®, your doctor may adjust both the dose 
of MYCOBUTIN and the dose of CRIXIVAN. 

NIZORAL® (ketoconazole) — If you take CRIXIVAN with NIZORAL®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
RESCRIPTOR®(delavirdine)—If you take CRIXIVAN with RESCRIPTOR 0 ) your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SPORANOX® (itraconazole)—If you take CRIXIVAN with SPORANOX®, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
SUSTIVA™ (efavirenz)—If you take CRIXIVAN with SUSTIVA™, your doctor may adjust the dose of CRIXIVAN. 
Talk to your doctor about any medications you are taking. 

What are the possible s i de e ff ects of CRIXIVAN ? 

Like all prescription drugs. CRIXIVAN can cause side effects. The following is not a complete list of 
side effects reported with CRIXIVAN when taken either alone or with other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this 
leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss with you a more complete list of side 
effects. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN developed kidney stones. In some of these patients this led to 
more severe kidney problems, including kidney failure or inflammation of the kidneys. Drinking at 
least six 8-ounce glasses of liquid (preferably water) each day should help reduce the chances of 
forming a kidney stone. Call your doctor or other health care provider if you develop kidney pains (rhiddle 
to lower stomach or back pain) or blood in the urine. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had rapid breakdown of red blood cells (hemolytic anemia) which 
in some cases was severe or resulted in death. 

Some patients treated with CRIXIVAN have had liver problems including liver failure and death. Some patients 
had other illnesses or were taking other drugs. Jt.is uncertain if CRIXIVAN caused these liver problems. 
Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors. In some 
of these patients, this led to ketoacidosis, a serious condition caused by poorly controlled blood sugar. Some 
patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients required adjustments 
to their diabetes medication. Others needed new diabetes medication. 

In some patients with hemophilia, increased bleeding has been reported. 

Severe muscle pain and weakness have occurred in patients taking protease inhibitors, including CRIXIVAN, 
together with some of the cholesterol-lowering medicines called “statins." Call your doctor if you develop severe 
muscle pain or weakness. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease inhibitors. These changes may include 
increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of 
fat from the legs and arms may also happen. The cause and long term health effects of these conditions are 
not known at this time. 

Clinical Studies 

Increases in bilirubin (one laboratory test of liver function) have been reported in approximately 10% of 
patients. Usually, this finding has not been associated with liver problems. However, on rare occasions, a person 
may develop yellowing of the skin and/or eyes. 

Side effects occurring in 2% or more of patients included: abdominal pain, fatigue or weakness, flank pain, 
feeling unwell, nausea, diarrhea, vomiting, acid regurgitation, loss of appetite, dry mouth, back pain, headache, 
trouble sleeping, dizziness, taste changes, rash, upper respiratory infection, dry skin, and sore throat. 

Swollen kidneys due to blocked urine flow occurred rarely.

Other side effects reported since CRIXIVAN has been marketed include: 
allergic reactions: severe skin reactions; yellowing of the skin and/or eyes;

Please read this leaflet before you start taking PROPECIA. Also, read the information included with PROPECIA each time you 
renew your prescription, just in case anything has changed. Remember, this leaflet does not take the place of careful discussions with 
your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss PROPECIA when you start taking your medication and at regular checkups. 

What is PROPECIA used for? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this results 
in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men in their 20s. 
Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this type of 
hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. 

All men, whether receiving PROPECIA or placebo (a pill containing no medication) were given a medicated shampoo 
(Neutrogena T/Gel®*** Shampoo). Of these men, approximately 1200 with hair loss at the top of the head were studied for 
an additional 12 months. In general, men who took PROPECIA maintained or increased the number of visible scalp hairs 
and noticed improvement in their hair in the first year, with the effect maintained in the second year. Hair counts in men 
who did not take PROPECIA continued to decrease.

Male pattern hair loss occurs gradually overtime. On average, healthy hair grows only about half an inch each month. 
Therefore, it will take time to see any effect 

You may need to take PROPECIA daily for three months or more before you see a benefit from taking PROPECIA. 

PROPECIA can only work over the longterm if you continue taking it. If the drug has not worked for you in twelve months, 
further treatment is unlikely to be of benefit. If you stop taking PROPECIA, you will likely lose the hair you have gained 
within 12 months of stopping treatment.

Who should N0? take PROPECIA?

“kedushah may be present in 
committed same-gender relation¬ 
ships between two Jews and that 
these relationships can serve as 
the foundation of stable Jewish 
families, thus adding strength to 
the Jewish community” 

But the statement also noted 
that during the same period the 
CCAR Committee on Responsa 
concluded by a 7-2 vote that “ho¬ 
mosexual relationships, however 
exclusive and committed they 
maybe, do not fit within this legal 
category; they cannot be called 
kiddushin. We do not understand 


Jewish marriage apart from the 
concept of kiddushin.” 

Yet by passing last week’s reso¬ 
lution, Reforrfi Judaism is em¬ 
bracing the notion that “holiness 
may be present in same-sex rela¬ 
tionships, and we ought to find a 
way to affirm the sanctity of those 
relationships,” according to Eger. 

A year ago, the Women’s Rab¬ 
binic Network called on CCAR to 
take up the issue of honoring 
same-sex commitment cere¬ 
monies between two Jews, and 
campaigned since then through¬ 
out the country to educate mem¬ 
ber rabbis on the issue; WRN’s ef¬ 
forts paid off with last Wednes¬ 
day’s resolution. 

“Especially for those of us here 
in California, after the passage of 
Proposition 22 - which really felt 
like such a repudiation of all the 
strides we’ve made,” said Eger, 
who served on the board of the 
No on Knight/No on 22 cam¬ 
paign, “this is an affirmation that 
we are walking the path of justice 
for gay and lesbian people.” 

Eger noted that exit polls 


showed that 76 percent of all Cal¬ 
ifornia Jews who voted in the 
March 7 election voted against 
Proposition 22. 

Soon after CCAR’s announce¬ 
ment last week, leaders of the 
smaller Orthodox branch of Ju¬ 
daism in the U.S. condemned the 
resolution as “beyond the pale of 
acceptable Jewish teaching and 
practice.” And Conservative Ju¬ 
daism, which is about the same size 
as the Reform branch, also oppos¬ 
es recognition of same-sex unions. 

But of the three branches, Re¬ 
form Judaism is the most liberal, 
and since the mid-1970s has been 
at the forefront of recognition of 
equal rights for gays and lesbians. 
In 1996 CCAR declared its “sup¬ 


port for the right of gay and les¬ 
bian couples to share fully and 
equally in the rights of civil mar¬ 
riage.” 

“Other denominations have 
defrocked their ministers for 
doing this kind of thing,” Eger 
said of the new policy permitting 
rabbis to perform same-sex union 
ceremonies. “I hope that this will 
serve as an inspiration to the 
Methodists, Presbyterians, and 
Episcopalians, all of whom will be 
taking up this issue in the spring.” 

Eger believes there is a key lack 
of understanding in the current 
debates over gay marriage which 
leads civil laws to be based on the 
most conservative religious views, 
namely those held by the Catholic 
and Mormon churches. 

“It’s the way we handle mar¬ 
riage in general in this country,” 
said Eger. “Every time I do a wed¬ 
ding, when I say, ‘By the power 
vested in me by the state of Cali¬ 
fornia,’ I am consciously aware 
that I am violating the constitu¬ 
tion, which provides for the sepa¬ 
ration of church and state.” T

sense of security. UCSF-Stan- 
ford’s Audiology Director, Robert 
Sweetow, says taking breaks from 
the noise can make a big differ¬ 
ence. “If you step outside every 45 
minutes for a five-minute break, 
it will really help a lot.” 

If they turned the music down to 
a "safe" level, it wouldn't be as 
much fun, we wouldn't be able to 
feel the music, right? 

No, the safe level of 85 dB is 
still loud, louder than a vacuum 
cleaner and louder than a mini¬ 
bike. The 85 dB level is loud 
enough to cause distortion on a 
cheap stereo. And since you prob¬ 
ably go to clubs to socialize, you 
will probably have more fun if you 
don’t have to shout to be heard. 

Why don't the clubs turn the vol¬ 
ume down? 

Club owners say they are giv¬ 
ing you what you want. If you 
think it’s too loud, let them know. 

It's a free country, no one's forc¬ 
ing anyone to go in the clubs, if 
people want to listen to music 
that loud and employees want to 
work in clubs around music so 
loud, why should anyone tell them 
“they can't? 

Labor laws don’t allow em¬ 
ployers to subject employees to 
unnecessary and dangerous envi¬ 
ronmental conditions, period. As 
a business customer, you are pro¬ 
tected from just about every other 
environmental risk. For example, 
a business is required to provide 
enough fire exits and adequate 
ventilation. One exception is 
noise. A business can legally pro¬ 
vide an environment that could 
permanently destroy your hear¬ 
ing. Your only recourse is a civil 
lawsuit but since most hearing 
loss is insidious, you would have 
a hard time proving the source of 
your hearing damage. 

I've been going to the clubs for 
years without earplugs and my 
hearing is fine. If I was suscepti¬ 


ble to hearing damage wouldn't I 
have noticed the effects by now? 

No, we’re all susceptible to 
hearing loss. By the time you’ve 
noticed you’ve lost it, it’s too late. 
You can prevent further damage 
but you’ll never regain what’s lost. 
And keep in mind, many people 
have developed tinnitus (perma¬ 
nent ringing in the ears) or hy- 
peracusis (being overly sensitive 
to noise) after just one exposure 
to very loud noise. 

What are some of the warning 
signs of hearing damage? 

1. Ringing in the ears. 

2. Difficulty in hearing conversa¬ 
tion during a party or busy 
restaurant or any place where 
there is a lot of background 
noise. (President Clinton was 
fitted for hearing aids after 
noticing this classic symptom 
of noise-induced hearing loss.) 

3. With noise-caused hearing loss, 
you may lose clarity of conso¬ 
nants in the high frequency 
range, that includes s or soft c, 
f, sh, ch or h. Words like hill, 
fill, and sill may sound exactly 
the same. You may mistake 50 
for 15 or 60 for 16. 

4. Needing to listen to the televi¬ 
sion at a louder level than most 
people. 

5. Hearing better with one ear 
than the other on the phone. 

6. Being overly sensitive to even 
quiet sounds. 

I think I may have hearing dam¬ 
age, what do I do? 

Have your hearing evaluated 
by an audiologist. An audiologist 
is a professional with a masters or 
doctorate degree who’s trained in 
the evaluation of hearing. You can 
find one through a hearing or 
speech center, such as HEAR 
(Hearing, Education, and Aware¬ 
ness for Rockers) or in private 
practice. You should also see a 
medical doctor in case your hear¬ 
ing loss is due to disease or gener¬ 
al physical problems. T

statutory will form. “Domestic 
partners” will be added every¬ 
where that “spouse” appears, 
meaning a registered partner 
can make funeral arrangements 
and decisions regarding a de¬ 
ceased partner’s autopsy, and 
can recover damages for negli¬ 
gence and wrongful death. Ad¬ 
ditionally, AB2211 recognizes 
registered domestic partner¬ 
ships from other jurisdictions 
for the purpose of these legal 
protections. 

CAPE Executive Director Jean 
Harris told the Bay Area Reporter 
that while these bills are “modest 
and seem to be common sense,” 
there will still be a fight to get 
them passed. 

“The right wing is now saying 
that they never supported any 
benefits, and in the wake of 
[Proposition] 22, it will be inter¬ 
esting to see what happens,” said 
Harris. “It’s important for people 
to contact their legislators to reg¬ 
ister their support.” 

During the Proposition 22 
campaign, proponents of the 
Knight initiative repeatedly went 
on record in support of basic 
rights and recognitions for gay 
and lesbian families. 

Romero’s bill now goes to the 
Assembly Health Committee, 
while the Kuehl and Steinberg 
bills go to appropriations. Con¬ 
sidering the judiciary commit¬ 
tee’s 10-3 margin, the bills could 
do quite well. 

Of course, for those who were 
a fan of domestic partnership 
precisely because it didn’t tie 
couples into all the legal respon¬ 
sibilities of marriage, the sys¬ 
tem’s expansion means you’re 
out of luck. No longer will do¬ 
mestic partnership be a conve¬ 
nient way to secure health bene¬ 
fits while still maintaining inde¬ 
pendence; as registered partners, 
people will have to create sepa¬ 
rate contracts if they’d like their 
parents or other family members 
to have some say in their life and 
death matters. ▼

Santa Cruz approves 
medical marijuana

L ast Tuesday, March 29, the 
Santa Cruz City Council 
voted unanimously to ap¬ 
prove an ordinance that will allow 
patients to grow and use medici¬ 
nal cannabis. The new law is ex¬ 
pected to take effect next month. 

The ordinance - modeled after 
a similar Oakland law - allows 
persons with HIV disease, loss of 
appetite, side effects due to cancer 
or AIDS chemotherapy, or “any 
other illness for which marijuana 
provides relief,” to grow and con¬ 
sume the plant. 

Some 100 people - including 
many who use medical marijuana 
or who have conditions that could 
indicate its use - attended the City 
Council hearing, most speaking in 
favor of the new law. About three- 
quarters of Santa Cruz voters sup¬ 
ported Proposition 215, the victo¬ 
rious 1996 California medical 
marijuana initiative. 

The Santa Cruz ordinance 
does not require a prescription or 
recommendation from a doctor. 
According to federal law, cannabis 


is not prescribable. However, 
many medical marijuana dispen¬ 
saries do require that patients 
provide a letter from their doctor 
stating that the doctor believes 
cannabis can benefit the patient 
and that the doctor will monitor 
the patient over the course of 
their medical marijuana use. Ac¬ 
cording to Santa Cruz City Coun- 
cilmember Mike Rotkin, such re¬ 
quirements leave physicians open 
to federal prosecution and subse¬ 
quent loss of their medical license. 

Santa Cruz will develop a sys¬ 
tem in which medical marijuana 
users will receive membership 
cards; a similar system is in place 
for most San Francisco cannabis 
clubs. Under the Santa Cruz ordi¬ 
nance, growers of medical mari¬ 
juana will also receive certificates. 
In the words of Rotkin, “This is 
the compassionate thing to do.” 

In related news, also on March 
29, California rescheduled dronabi¬ 
nol (Marinol), a synthetic version of 
THC, one of the active components 
of cannabis, in pill form. The drug 
is approved to treat loss of appetite 
in people with AIDS. 

Dronabinol was changed from 


HPPC members wanted

T he San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health cur¬ 
rently is seeking new mem¬ 
bers for its HIV Prevention Plan¬ 
ning Council. The HPPC is a city- 
chartered advisory group to DPH 
formed in response to a 1994 
mandate from the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 

Currently, there are 24 mem¬ 
bers of the HPPC, though the 
group recently decided to include 
a total of 21 to 37 members, 
meaning that there could be 13 
new members appointed this year 
for a two-year renewable term. 

DPH Director Dr. Mitch Katz 
makes the final decisions on 
HPPC appointments, though the 
advisory group’s membership 
committee is responsible for 
making recommendations to 
Katz. 

According to a DPH an¬ 
nouncement, “no special knowl¬ 
edge is required [to be appoint¬ 
ed], just an awareness of the im¬ 
pact of HIV transmission on eth¬ 
nic, geographic, and socio-eco¬ 


nomic communities in the city, 
and a willingness to volunteer 
about 10 hours a month.” 

The CDC requires cities receiv¬ 
ing block grants for HIV preven¬ 
tion programs to form the adviso¬ 
ry group chiefly to develop a com¬ 
prehensive HIV prevention plan, 
and to update the plan annually to 
reflect changing priorities. 

This month, the group will 
meet on the third Thursday, April 
20, from 3 to 6 p.m. 

Groups said to be underrepre¬ 
sented currently include HIV¬ 
positive people, African-Ameri¬ 
cans, and Latinos. In addition, the 
HPPC has no Native American 
members at this time. 

To be considered for HPPC 
membership, interested people 
must complete and return a one- 
page application to DPH by Fri¬ 
day, April 14 at 5 p.m.V

Schedule II to Schedule III, remov¬ 
ing some of the restrictions on its 
prescription and use; this is the first 
case in which a Schedule II drug 
has been “down-scheduled.” Sched¬ 
ule I drugs (including marijuana) 
are considered by the federal gov¬ 
ernment to have no legitimate 
medical use and a high potential 
for abuse. Schedule II drugs are 
considered to have some medical 
use but also a significant potential 
for abuse; this category includes 
strong pain medications such as 
morphine. Physicians are required 
to complete a triplicate form for 
prescription of Schedule II drugs, 
and refills are not permitted. 

The federal government decid¬ 
ed to reschedule dronabinol last 
July, after reviewing favorable tes¬ 
timony and research from the 
Food and Drug Administration, 
the National Institute on Drug 
Abuse, and Haight Ashbury Free 
Clinics; the review concluded that 
dronabinol is not likely to be 
abused. According to Dr. David 
Smith, an author of the Haight 
Ashbury research, “Our study 
clearly found that there was no 
abuse of Marinol during the 13 
years it has been on the market.” 

California’s version of the law 
to reschedule dronabinol was au¬ 
thored by state Senator Patrick 
Johnston (D-Stockton) and 
signed by Governor Gray Davis 
last Wednesday. Twenty-seven 
other states have also reassigned 
the drug to Schedule III. ▼

Migden kicks off Milk Plaza improvements

S he’s the feistiest and one of 
the most powerful women 
in the California Legisla¬ 
ture, and now you can give her a 
juicy piece of yourself. 

Well, sort of. 

The park bench named for As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco) is just one of 
the beautification projects sched¬ 
uled for the Harvey Milk Memor¬ 
ial Plaza, as part of a revitalization 
made possible by Migden’s ability 
to secure $300,000 from the state 
last year. The plaza, located at 
Market and Castro streets, is 
named after the first openly gay 
elected official in San Francisco - 
the late Supervisor Harvey Milk - 
who was assassinated in 1978 and 
has since become a symbol for 
human rights and free expression. 

“Harvey Milk Plaza deserves to 
be as majestic and magnificent as 
its namesake,” said Migden, who 
kicked off the effort with Mayor 
Willie Brown, Supervisor Mark 
Leno, and others at a news con¬ 
ference last Friday, March 31. 
“The infusion of state funds will 
make the plaza a true treasure.” 

For the past 25 years, the plaza 
has stood in the heart of San 
Francisco’s lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender community; now 
large-scale improvements will 
create meeting places and quiet 
nooks for people to assemble or 
spend some time alone. 


Assemblywoman Carole Migden spoke at a March 31 news conference 
and announced plans for fixing up Harvey Milk Plaza. 


“We are committed to improv¬ 
ing and maintaining this signifi¬ 
cant landmark and making it 
more accessible for people to 
enjoy,” said Mark Primeau, the 
openly gay director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. DPW has 
begun working with several com¬ 
munity groups and city agencies 
to improve the area. They include 
the San Francisco Art Commis¬ 


sion; Muni; the Department of 
Parking and Traffic; the Bureau of 
Heat, Light, and Power; and Cas¬ 
tro Area Planning and Action. 

Projects such as new lighting, 
a plaza expansion, and the addi¬ 
tion of trash receptacles, seating, 
and landscaping have already 
begun. Overseen by DPW, the 
plaza is expected to be finished by 
the end of the year. T

O n March 21, Reuters ran a 
blurb entitled “HIV Infec¬ 
tion Results in Massive Loss 
of Sulfur.” The short news report 
that mentioned recent research 
findings from Germany immedi¬ 
ately set off a buzz among AIDS 
activists across the country. As 
with much mainstream media re¬ 
porting on AIDS, the headline 
was misleading. Should PWAs 
now start eating yellow lumps of 
sulfur? Here’s what we found out: 

A group of German doctors 
from the Krebsforschungszen- 
trum (don’t even try to pronounce 
it) in Heidelberg, Germany pub¬ 
lished a report in AIDS Human 
Retrovirus February. 2000 edition 
called “Massive Loss of Sulfur in 
HIV Infection.” The abstract of 
the report stated that the German 
scientists (who are actually a quite 
well-respected group) measured 
the sulfate concentrations of arte¬ 
rial venous blood from the lower 
extremities of 16 HIV-positive pa¬ 
tients and 16 HIV-negative con¬ 
trols. The findings showed that 
HIV-positive patients’ peripheral 
tissue release large amounts of sul¬ 
fate - with or without cocktail 
therapies. A previous study found 
that HIV-positive patients have in¬ 
creased plasma levels of sulfate, 
thioredoxin, and Interleukin 6. 
And another study of 19 HIV-pos¬ 
itive patients compared to 22 
healthy HIV-negative subjects 
showed that the HIV-positive pa¬ 
tients were losing massive 
amounts of sulfur through the 
urine. This was not ameliorated by 


cocktail therapy. A normal body 
excretes about three grams of cys¬ 
teine (sulfur containing amino 
acid), the HIV-positive patients 
were excreting more that three 
times that - 10 grams per day. 

The scientists concluded that 
these findings prove that HIV¬ 
positive patients suffer loss of glu¬ 
tathione, an essential amino acid 
known to help in cell metabolism 
- since sulfur is an essential ingre¬ 
dient of this amino acid. 

Anyone who has been 
following AIDS thera¬ 
pies and research 
over the years has 
probably heard about 
this before. The glu¬ 
tathione connection has 
been heavily studied since 
the late 1980s with 
little progress as to 
why this deficien¬ 
cy occurs - or 
more importantly why replacing 
the sulfur or glutathione does not 
seem to be an easy answer. Many 
surviving AIDS patients remember 
N-acetylcysteine (NAC), a popular 
supplement taken by thousands 
between 1994 and 1997. At the 
time there were several anecdotal 
reports of NAC users experienced 
increased weight and energy. A 
Stanford University study carried 
out by the Herzenberg Lab revealed 
little short-term benefit in patients 
taking NAC compared to patients 
on placebo. 

One of the researchers who 
worked on the NAC study under 
Leonard and Lenora Herzenberg 
was Dr. Steve De Rosa. De Rosa 
said that the initial study was 
completed in 1995. There were a 
total of 60 patients studied for 
only eight weeks. Half the patients 
received active NAC and the other 
half got a placebo. “The study 
showed that taking NAC replen¬ 
ished glutathione as measured in 
the lymph and red blood cells,” he 
said. But the study was too short, 
and De Rosa’s opinion is that 
longer term use might have 
shown some clinical benefit. The 
study found no changes in ab¬ 
solute CD4 counts and no 
changes in HIV viral load. After 
the study was published, NAC use 
declined. Some HIVers, however, 
still use NAC to this day and claim 
that it helps. 

So why did replacing lost cys¬ 
teine through NAC or glutathione 
not work in a controlled study? 
Nobody seems to know for sure. 
Dr. Catherine Mulligan, a Univer¬ 
sity of California researcher, is in¬ 
trigued by the recent German 
findings. “I still think there is 


something more to learn about 
NAC,” she said. Mulligan re¬ 
searches the processes in metabo¬ 
lism that lead to AIDS-related 
wasting. She also was critical of 
the German report. “There are a 
number of things that worry me 
about this article - ‘massive loss of 
sulfur’ sounds too alarming,” she 
said. When asked whether or not 
patients should experiment with 
sulfur supplements, she seemed 
worried that the Reuter’s article 
might start a new treatment 
fad. “I definitely encour¬ 
age people not to rush 
out and buy sulfur. The 
kind of sulfur that 
comes from taking 
tablets is not going to fix 
it,” she remarked. 

Sulfur that can 
be metabolized 
by humans ap¬ 
pears in the body 
as cysteine. Cysteine is then con¬ 
verted or taken up by a larger 
amino chain, glutathione. Experi¬ 
ence tells us that pouring in more 
raw ingredients such as sulfur is 
probably not as beneficial as adding 
a compound closer to the metabo¬ 
lized amino acid. Cysteine in NAC 
would be the logical and best way to 
introduce the correct type of sulfur 
into the body. Herzenberg’s group 
still believe that NAC is going to 
prove itself one day. 

The Herzenbergs are trying to 
find ways to fund a much larger 
and longer study. “The problem 
with commonly available NAC is 
that- ncv phar maceutkaf company 
will provide money for a study 
since it cannot hold the patent,” 
De Rosa said. The group is work¬ 
ing with at least one interested 
party in reformulating NAC so 
that it can get some type of patent 
and then possible FDA approval 
some day. Seems like cheap com¬ 
mon drugs will never get FDA ap¬ 
proval under the current system. 

But clearly we see another 
missing link in the understanding 
of AIDS. Why did patients on or 
off cocktail therapy both have 
“massive” sulfur loss? If the viral 
load is undetectable then why the 
continued perturbation? And 
other abnormalities in the body 
such as immune dysfunction con¬ 
tinue even after effective viral sup¬ 
pression. De Rosa and others be¬ 
lieve that we have not gotten very 
far in our understanding of this 
disease. “Glutathione and sulfur is 
telling us that HAART [cocktail 
therapy] is not the simple answer 
- merely the first step. We need to 
find more answers,” he remarked.

do their homework. Once passed 
by the Health Commission, all 
clinics associated with the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health will incor¬ 
porate these guidelines into their 
protocols.

Survive AIDS 
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Mulligan agreed and said that 
people taking indinivir are already 
getting plenty of sulfur from the 
drug. Mulligan also wants to re¬ 
visit NAC. But the question of 
why the sulfur loss is happening 
in the first place goes unanswered. 

For years, AIDS buyers clubs 
have been selling sulfur (in the 
form of NAC). There are some 
anecdotal reports that it has pro¬ 
longed the lives of late-stage AIDS 
patients. Unfortunately most of 


these clubs have shut down be¬ 
cause of lost customers to con¬ 
ventional treatments and compet¬ 
ing health food stores. NAC can 
still be found at health food stores 
but De Rosa cautions that not all 
NACs may be beneficial. He wor¬ 
ries that some over-the-counter 
NAC is heavily oxidized. “Too 
much oxidation could cause some 
damage,” he said. So PWAs need 
to be sure that any NAC they buy 
is of good quality. This can be 
problematic since most makers 
claim their product is “low-oxida¬ 
tive.” De Rosa does not believe it. 

Most patients who use NAC 


take about one or two grams per 
day. There are no documented 
side effects to taking NAC. The 
Herzenberg study used a very 
high dose (eight grams peer day) 
and still did not see any significant 
side effects. Of course taking NAC 
could be a waste of time and 
money, but replenishing missing 
amino acids through a harmless 
supplement seems plausible for 
now. The real mystery remains: 
Why are we losing sulfur in the 
first place? “If you knew the an¬ 
swer to that and other questions 
about HIV, you would win a 
Nobel Prize,” quipped De Rosa. T

vices, and medical care. 

Applicants to the task force 
need not be transgender - defined 
by the HRC as those undergoing 
or having completed a change in 
gender identity, including preop¬ 
erative and post-operative trans¬ 
sexuals, drag queens and kings, 
feminine men or masculine 
women - in order to secure one of 
the 17 seats. But some sensitivity 
and experience working directly 
on the issues faced by transgender 


men and women would obvious¬ 
ly be helpful. 

Transgender activist Tamara 
Ching said she expects “every 
Tom, Dick, and Harry that’s trans¬ 
gender to want to get on this. I 
would recommend that anyone 
with a good track record and ex¬ 
pertise to come forward.” 

Of the 17 members to be ap¬ 
pointed, 11 will be appointed by 
the Board of Supervisors, based on 
recommendations from the Rules 
Committee (Supervisors Leno, 
Barbara Kaufman, and Mabel 
Teng), which is scheduled to re¬ 
view the applications on April 27. 


Three members will be appoint¬ 
ed by Mayor Willie Brown, and three 
more will be appointed by the HRC.

UP/Golden Gate. 

Sharp’s group recently 
changed its name in an attempt 
to avoid being confused with the 
unincorporated group that began 
using the name ACT UP/San 
Francisco several years ago. All 
long-standing ACT UP groups 
around the country have also dis¬ 
avowed any connection to ACT 
UP/San Francisco, which has 
used its substantial undeclared 
profits from medical marijuana 
sales to employ its members, fund 
its campaigns to discredit HIV as 
the cause of AIDS, fight against 
the use of animals in medical ex¬ 
perimentation, and - most re¬ 
cently - to persuade African gov¬ 
ernments that Western medicines 
for HIV are designed to kill peo¬ 
ple. 

“This apology cannot undo 
the harm we have done, but we 
believe it represents a new start 
for our group,” the fake flier con¬ 
cluded, before giving the address 
and phone number of ACT 
UP/San Francisco’s storefront op¬ 
eration - one of several medical 
marijuana buyers clubs in San 
Francisco. “We pledge ourselves to 
constructive efforts to end the 
epidemic that is killing too many 


of our brothers and sisters.” 

But ACT UP/San Francisco 
spokesman Dave Pasquarelli dis¬ 
avowed these purportedly sincere 
apologies. “We figured the com¬ 
munity knows satire when it sees 
it,” he said. 

Similarly, last week ACT 
UP/San Francisco claimed that it 
was a coincidence that they put a 
Web site up on the Internet using 
the name “Survive AIDS” - just 
after ACT UP/Golden Gate had

T he longer you live, the more 
you learn. Last week, a sci¬ 
entific study, successfully 
angling for future funding, scored 
rather a lot of national press by 
reporting its fascinating findings 
that finger size is directly related 
to lesbianism. In short, lesbians 
have longer digits than straight 
women. Out There does not make 
ze easy joke. 

After the news hit the stands, an 
informal survey of women doctors 
and nurses at SF General revealed 
that yes, the dyke docs and RNs 
did indeed have longer fingers. Ex¬ 
cept one woman who had longer 
fingers, but only on one hand. Of 
course, she identified as bisexual. 
We are not making this up. 

Despite all appearances, the

Judy Garland biography (by 
Gerald Clarke, author of 
[Truman] Capote ) is 
worth its weight in fin¬ 
ger food. Even though 
there have been to date 
at least four major Judy 
bios, Get Happy, The 
Life of Judy Garland 
(Random House) 
breaks fresh 
ground because 
Clarke was privy to

By his 
research Clarke established that it 
was Garland’s mother, Ethel 
Gumm, who got her (and her sis¬ 
ters) hooked on drugs, long be¬ 
fore MGM gave her the keys to 
the candy shop: 

“When Babe’s energies flagged, 
as they often did, Ethel did what she 
had done with her two older daugh¬ 
ters: she gave her pep pills. Then, 
when the pep pills started keeping 
her awake at night, Ethel counter¬ 
acted them with sleeping tablets. 
T’ve got to keep these girls going!”’ 

Judy’s astonishingly short and 
stubby little fingers, captured in 
the devil-may-care shot on the 
book’s cover, are there for dedi¬ 
cated Judyologists to measure. But 
let’s hit the high spots in terms of 
fresh dish in Get Happy: Clarke 
furnishes conclusive evidence that 
1) Judy’s daddy Frank Gumm 
made sexual advances toward

We just can’t 
keep these cheating “straight” 
queer hubbies straight! 

As if the appearance of a shiny 
new Judy bio weren’t enough to 
get the old-school queen in us 
happy, last week also saw the pub¬ 
lication of a memoir by stage and 
screen writer Arthur (Gypsy, West 
Side Story) Laurents (IGiopf). 

Moving in the urban gay 
worlds of ballet, theatre and film, 
Laurents regularly came up 
against heterosexuals with their 
blinkers securely fastened on. His 
efforts to include a gay subplot in 
ballet-world movie The Turning 
Point met a brick wall in the form 
of director Herbert Ross, who 
insisted, “Nobody in the ballet is 
gay anymore.” 

With famously obnoxious 
stage impresario David Merrick, 
Laurents writes, “the smell of rat 
was always in the air.” Laurents 
claims he found it “disarming” 
that Merrick “would admit any- 
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thing — and then offer a dis¬ 
claimer. 

“‘Homosexuals are taking over 
the theatre,’ he complained loud 
and long to the press. 

‘“One more interview like 
that,’ I warned him, ‘and we 
[homos] won’t work for you.’ 

“His faux-macho general 
manager (with a penchant for 
Puerto Rican boys) signaled fran¬ 
tically behind Merrick’s back for 
me to lay off. Merrick wasn’t 
fazed.

“‘It’s only for publicity. I 
wouldn’t have anyone on my staff 
who wasn’t homosexual. They 
have no one to go home to, so they 
work late and don’t complain.’” 

Then there was creepy genius 
Alfred Hitchcock, who hired 
Laurents to write Rope, a thriller 
whose three main characters are 
clearly homosexual. “At Warner 
Brothers studio in Burbank where 
Rope was shot, homosexuality was 
the unmentionable, known only 
as ‘it.’ ‘It’ wasn’t in the picture, no 
character was ‘one.’ Fascinating 
was how Hitchcock nevertheless 
made clear that he wanted ‘it’ in 
the picture.... 

“It was very Hitchcock: it tick¬ 
led him that Farley [Granger] 
was playing a homosexual in a 
movie written by me, another ho¬ 
mosexual; that we were lovers; 
that we had a secret he knew; that 
I knew he knew — the permuta¬ 
tions were endless, all titillating to 
him... because they added a slight¬ 
ly kinky touch, and kink was a 
quality devoutly to be desired.” 

Marketing marches on 

Longtime Out There readers 
know just what we think of those 
Baby Needs Bach and Baby Needs 
Bartok CDs that have been trick¬ 
ling into the music stores in recent 
seasons. Now Delos, the label re¬ 
sponsible, has released two new 
CDs, A Day in the Life of Lucky 
and A Day in the Life of Leo, which 
are billed as “classical music for 
you and your dog” and “for you 
and your cat,” respectively. Lucky’s 
disc includes Copland’s Simple 
Gifts (a bone and a chewtoy?) and 
Vivaldi’s The Four Seasons (no 
highbrow is Lucky); whilst Leo 
presumably prefers Handel 
(Water Music gets her dreaming of 
dripping faucets; The Arrival of 
the Queen of Sheba promises cat¬ 
nip!) and Puccini (“O mio bab- 
bino caro” — cats love it when 
you speak Italian to them).

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Return to gender 

Monika Treut's 'Gendemauts' at Lumiere

G endemauts (1999) opens 
with a curious and none- 
too-appetizing image, a 
mangy old spotted hyena. But di¬ 
rector Monika Treut finds a pecu¬ 
liar fascination in this creature be¬ 
cause it has a “secret,” and quite a 
juicy one. The females have an 
unusually high level of testos¬ 
terone, making them the “gender 
rebels” of the animal world. 
“Their clit looks like a penis,” she 
says, and a shot of one meander¬ 
ing through the jungle verifies 
this. They’re larger, heavier, and 
more aggressive than the males, 
and they live in clans headed by 
dominant females. Treut was so 
impressed by these butch beasts 
that she named her production 
company “Hyena Films.” 

Some viewers may bristle at 
the idea that the transgenders 
who are the subjects of this docu¬ 
mentary have anything in com¬ 
mon with one of the more home¬ 
ly members of the animal king¬ 
dom, but Treut isn’t being dishy 
or ironic. Gendemauts is, in fact, 
a valentine to the local TG com¬ 
munity, a leisurely stroll through 
a specific marginal community at 
a specific time: San Francisco’s 
“gendemauts” at the end of the 
20th century. 

The film is presided over by 
cultural theorist and self-styled 
“goddess of cyberspace” Sandy 
Stone, an aging hippie tranny who 
drones on intermittently with 
commentary, psychobabble and 
wishful thinking on the matter of 
shifting gender identities. Treut 
introduces us to a startling range 
of characters — some of whom 
are well known in the local queer 
community — who share an 
affinity for remaking their bodies 
and their lives in ways that in¬ 
evitably make them transgressors. 
In some cases, this means trans- 


vestitism, in other cases transsex¬ 
ualism, and sometimes, pushing 
the boundaries ever further, hith¬ 
erto uncharted areas in-between. 
The medical aspects of this brand 
of shape-shifting are neither 
avoided nor dwelt on, though 
some viewers may find the hard¬ 
core footage of Annie Sprinkle 
getting down with her hermaph¬ 
rodite lover a bit raw. 

San Francisco is ground zero 
for this movement, and the TGs of 
the film have cleverly constructed 
a secret city within The City to ac¬ 
commodate their needs, plea¬ 
sures, and fetishes. They have 
medical facilities set up exclusive¬ 
ly for them (the Tom Waddell 
clinic for gender reassignment), 
“safe houses” where they can re¬ 
late with each other without rais¬ 
ing eyebrows, the Club Continen¬ 
tal for genderbending entertain¬ 
ment, and more underground 
realms, such as the back rooms of 


doctors’ office, where dubious 
MDs shoot them up with testos¬ 
terone when they can’t get it 
through more respectable chan¬ 
nels. 

The Club Continental se¬ 
quences are probably the least in¬ 
teresting in the film. While it’s al¬ 
ways encouraging to see self- 
styled outlaws creating communi¬ 
ty and fun against great odds, the 
performances of Elvis Herselvis, 
Pearl Harbour and some miscel¬ 
laneous drags and TGs are mostly 
cloying and dull. A lip-synched 
rendition of “I Am What I Am” is 
as tired as dinner theater. 

Insider ring 

In spite of the insularity of the 
Club, and this community in gen¬ 
eral, the film doesn’t treat its sub¬ 
jects as total outsiders. All the peo¬ 
ple we see — mostly FTMs (fe- 
male-to-male trannies), a few

I n these dot-com days, it’s a bit 
surprising that film festivals 
continue to attract a solid 
viewership. After all, time “wast¬ 
ed” watching movies could easily 
be spent checking stock quotes, 
yakking into a cell phone, or 
bumping off pedestrians in an 
SUV. Of course, these days it’s 
possible to have your cake and eat 
it, too — and I don’t mean by get¬ 
ting two cakes. The annual Spike 
and Mike events (this one and its 
dark twin, Sick and Twisted Ani¬ 
mation) yield all the pleasures of 
a film festival — novelty, variety 
— without that pesky overinvest¬ 
ment of time. This year’s 2000 
Classic Festival of Animation, one 
of the best collections of its kind 
in quite a while, encompasses a 
mere 14 shorts that run a total of 
less than 90 minutes. 

Animators are often generous 
about crediting their sources and 
honoring their forebears. Two out¬ 
standing entries in this year’s fest 
do just this, and both happen to be 
mini-musicals. Mark Caballero 
and Seamus Walsh’s Graveyard 
Jamboree with Mysterious Mose 


gives new life to a ’30s “le jazz hot” 
tune using colorful cut-outs, pup¬ 
pets, and silhouette animation. 
The scene shifts from boneyard to 
underwater frolics — don’t miss 
the hipster octopus — and the 
style is a tribute to George Pal’s 
fabulous Puppetoons of the ’40s, 
with dashes of Cab Calloway and 
Spike Jones thrown in. Another 


salute to the ’30s, specifically to 
Popeye and Betty Boop creators 
Max and Dave Fleischer, can be 
found in Ghost of Stephen Foster. 
This is an alarmingly accurate re¬ 
creation of the brothers’ fluid, 
funny style, with creatures morph¬ 
ing effortlessly into other creatures, 
all to the raucous title tune played

to have been his high school 
boyfriend. 

When it opened on Oct. 13, 
1998, dueling protesters greeted 
first-nighters, who had to pass 
through a metal detector to enter 
the theater. The threatened vio¬ 
lence never occurred, and Corpus 
Christi completed its run without 
incident. But when the played 
opened last year in London, British 
Muslims issued a fatwa 
— or death sentence — 
against McNally. 

Ed Decker, artistic 
director of New Con¬ 
servatory, anticipates 
that the production will 
stir up some protests lo¬ 
cally. “We’re just hoping 
that it’s not going 
to be insane,” he 
said. “At the same 
time, we’re also 
rolling out our Tolerance Project 
[an anti-homophobic play aimed 
at high school students], and 
those things combined might cre¬ 
ate some volatility.” 

Reviews for Corpus Christi in 
New York were hardly rapturous, 
but Decker thinks it was a case of 
the reality being unable to live up 
to the unwanted hype. “The char¬ 
acters are rich and their relation¬ 
ships are strong,” Decker said. “Al¬ 
though its design may feel bare, it’s 
the relationship of the characters 
that brings the theatricality out.” 

The New Conservatory The¬ 
atre, which has staged McNally’s 
Love! Valour! Compassion! and 
The Lisbon Traviata in past Pride 
seasons, will announce the re¬ 
maining five plays in its 2000-01 
season later this month. The new 
season is billed as Body and Soul. 

“We’re taking on some gay and 
spiritual and religious issues that 
seem to be problematic in the na¬ 
tion at the moment,” Decker said. 

The new season will continue 
the theater’s effort to increase the 
ratio of “serious” theater over the 
nudie shows that have dogged its 
reputation. 

“Box office is up about 30 per¬ 
cent from last year,” Decker said, 
“so it looks like it was the right de¬ 
cision. It certainly has been, artis¬ 
tically. People in New York, Chica¬ 
go, and Los Angeles are taking us 
seriously, that this is a viable place 
for their work to be showcased. 
We did that in the space of five 


O ne of the most controversial 
plays of the past decade will 
launch the New Conserva¬ 
tory Theatre Center’s 2000-01 
Pride season. Terrence McNally’s 
Corpus Christi will open in Octo¬ 
ber, marking the Bay Area debut 
of a play some have branded as 
blasphemous. 

When the play was 
announced to open at 
the Manhattan Theatre 
Club in 1998, and ele¬ 
ments of the plot were 
leaked, religious 
protests nearly killed 
the production. Re¬ 
sponding to threats 
of violence, the 
Manhattan Theatre 


Club briefly can¬ 
celed the production, before 
protests from theatre artists con¬ 
vinced the theatre to proceed with 
the play after all.

San Francisco Ballet's premiere programs

S an Francisco Ballet intro¬ 
duced six brand new pieces 
on last week’s subscription 
programs, a bold idea that, if it 
did not result in any masterpieces 
(at least on Program A — I was¬ 
n’t able to see the B evening), is 
certainly worth repeating. Unless 
you throw a lot of stuff at the wall, 
nothing will stick. 

Bulgarian choreographer 
Vladimir Anguelov seemed to 
have a great initial idea — a sea¬ 
side homoerotic work for 12 men, 
set to Philip Glass’s Violin Con¬ 
certo — but, according to him, it 
wasn’t supposed to be about sex. 
It was about horses and a “young 
man’s journey of self-discovery.” 
(No sex, please, we’re equine?) At 
least the “horses” were danced by 
the company’s most beautiful 
boys — Peter Brandenhoff, Gon- 
zalo Garcia and Sergio Torrado, 
just to name the jaw-droppers. 

Glass’s slow movement pro¬ 
duces low, throbbing chords over 
which the violin soars ecstatically, 
but there was neither throbbing 
nor soaring on stage. Of course, 
the work doesn’t have to be about 
sex. Betsy Erickson’s magnificent 
Beneath the Waves for Oakland 
Ballet, to the same score, is about 
music. But put a dozen half-naked 
boys on stage, wearing those tight 
little briefs so popular in the 
coded “physique” magazines of a 
less-enlightened era, romping to¬ 
gether with'no women in sight, 
and what do you think about? 

Right. But forget it with Im¬ 
petuous. Either from choreo¬ 
graphic timidity or too much 
good taste, Parrish Maynard and 
Stephen Legate circled around 
each other, occasionally indulging 
in an awkward lift, but not with 
any emotional connection we 
could recognize as real, sensual 
life. I’m not asking for explicit 
sexual gymnastics, a la Michael 
Smuin, but something as tender 
as the same-sex coupling in Be- 
jart’s Song of a Wayfarer (which 
pretends it isn’t about sex, either, 
but obviously is) would have suf¬ 
ficed. Maynard, dropping his 
usual “I am Divo” pose, suffered 
convincingly; all that dry teasing 
anguished me, too. 

Heavy lifting 

The least pretentious piece on 
Program A, and therefore the 
most modestly successful, was 
David Palmer’s Concerto Roman- 
tique. This is the sort of proper, 
tepid work beloved of ballet 
teachers and 12-year-old girls —

The envelope, please 

Now that Oscar fever has sub¬ 
sided, it’s time for BATCC fever. 
What’s that, you ask? It’s the an¬ 
nual awards gala sponsored by the 
Bay Area Theatre Critics Circle (of 
which your correspondent is a 
member). This year’s event begins 
at 8 p.m. April 10 at the Palace of 
Fine Arts, and it’s open to the 
public. 

In addition to distributing 


romance without sex, easily de¬ 
fined personal relationships, lots 
of gooey eye contact and inspired 
partnering, not surprising since 
Palmer is still the company stud in 
the heavy-lifting department. 

In a Prussian ballroom, circa 
1860s, a slightly overbearing host¬ 
ess (Rachel Rufer, ready for her 
closeup) holds court with her de¬ 
voted swain (Chidozie Nzerem). 
Her best friend (radiant Julie 
Diana) and Diana’s lover (elegant 
Vadim Solomakha) dance to the 
opening of Max Bruch’s Violin 
Concerto. (SFB concertmaster Roy 
Malan, who played most of the 
Glass first movement out of tune, 
recovered for the rest of that con¬ 
certo, and sounded fine in the 
Bruch.) At a critical juncture in the 
music, Lucia Lacarra arrives at the 
ball, wearing white and a tiara (does 
this mean she is married?). Cyril 
Pierre, who has been the odd man 
out, falls instantly in love with her. 

So far, so good, though my com¬ 
panion did remark later that the by¬ 
play among Rufer, Lacarra and 
Pierre (was he once Rufer’s lover?) 
was so arresting, she forgot to watch 
Solomakha and Diana, who were 
rapturously executing Palmer’s de¬ 
manding but flowing pas de deux. 
Lacarra shyly (or cleverly) avoids 
Pierre until the gorgeous adagio be¬ 
gins and she melts into his arms for 
a formal, lyrical love duet. If Con¬ 
certo Romantique had ended there, 
it would have been much stronger, 
but the music goes on and on, be¬ 
traying Palmer into some banal, te¬ 
dious groupings. 

Ready-made music is always a 
problem in dance. Christopher 
Wheeldon roundly abused Ed¬ 
ward Elgar’s powerful, border- 
ing-on-mawkish song cycle, Sea 
Pictures. (A last-minute vocal sub¬ 
stitution brought us mezzo Katia

Giselle Escalera, who has a lovely 
voice but not enough experience 
with the Elgar to shape its treach¬ 
erous climaxes.) The high-toned 
Victorian poetry may have em¬ 
barrassed the young British 
choreographer, but then why pick 
the piece in the first piece, espe¬ 
cially for a story that would have 
seemed old-fashioned and corny 
in 1900, let alone in 2000? 

Wheeldon’s cliche-ridden plot 
involves a rustic fishing village in 
which five couples in dreary cos¬ 
tumes enact the classic story of 
men yearning for the sea, and 
women trying to hold them back. 
The men finally depart, and when 
they return, Joanna Berman’s lover 
(Yuri Possokhov) is among the 
missing. She mourns and rages at 
the other happy couples, finally 
running up a convenient cliff and 
throwing herself into the sea. (Yes, 
you’ve seen her do this in Swan 
Lake. I couldn’t help but feel that 
Sea Pictures was an unwitting 
metaphor for Berman’s SFB career, 
in which this divine dancer is al¬ 
ways losing promising partners to 
injury, retirement or brain lock.) 

Okay, so ignore the derivative 
story; Wheeldon is young and rel¬ 
atively inexperienced. And the 
poor boy has been cursed with the 
accolade “best young ballet chore¬ 
ographer” by a New York critic in 
need of laser eye surgery. At this 
point, his movement, said to be 
“dramatic,” just looks strenuous 
and clumsy. Possokhov, normally 
the most secure partner, experi¬ 
enced a glitch that he covered 
handsomely, but even Damian 
Smith and Julie Diana, a sizzling 
couple in contemporary ballet, 
looked stressed by Wheeldon’s in¬ 
ventive but gawky postures. 

Finally, though Wheeldon in¬ 
sists we should not take the poetry 
literally, how can you ignore the 
climax of “Sabbath Morning,” in 
which the singer, praying for grace, 
cries, “He [God] shall assist me to 
look higher/Where keep the saints, 
with harp and song/An endless, 
endless Sabbath morning”? Dur¬ 
ing this stirring passage, Possokhov 
was heaving Berman around so 
that we could see her underwear. I 
don’t care if you are “setting the 
music, not the words.” You simply 
cannot employ a crotch shot when 
a penitent is passionately evoking 
God’s blessing unless you are terri¬ 
bly ironic or a much stronger 
choreographer than Wheeldon ap¬ 
pears to be at this point. To para¬ 
phrase South Park, “What would 
Mark Morris do?” T

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McBroom paints portraits 

Amanda at the Plush Room

A manda McBroom burst 
onto the music scene with 
“The Rose,” the title song 
from the 1979 Bette Midler movie 
loosely based on the life of Janis 
Joplin. McBroom affectionately 
refers to “The Rose” as “the song 
that built my bathroom.” Even if 
you think you’ve heard it one too 
many times, listening to it sung by 
the songwriter, after learning that 
McBroom sang background vo¬ 
cals on Midler’s hit recording, you 
hear anew how well-crafted it is. 

“The Rose” is the first track on 
Portraits, the newly released com¬ 
pilation of McBroom’s 20-year 
singing-songwriting career. 
Among the album’s 74 minutes 
are four new songs supplement¬ 
ing the 14 selected from her al¬ 
bums. “All of these songs are sto¬ 
ries I love to tell,” McBroom says. 
Listening to them sung by the 
woman who wrote them is a rev¬ 
elation, even if you’ve heard them 
covered by such talents as Barbara 
Cook, Betty Buckley, Karen Akers, 
and KT Sullivan. McBroom’s 
beautiful voice and emotional 
sensitivity make her her own best 
interpreter. 

Portraits is an apt title for this 
collection of musical pictures of 
people and places, proximity and 
distance. One of the most power¬ 
ful is “Errol Flynn,” a paean to her 
father, David Bruce, a Hollywood 
actor whose alcoholism con¬ 
tributed to his failings as a father. 
The nuances of love also play out 
in unexpected ways throughout 
the story songs. “The Portrait” de¬ 
scribes a complicated 
'mother/daughter relationship, 
while “Dreaming” of love and for¬ 
tune is the way one woman sur¬ 
vives her drab existence. 

McBroom delves deeply into 
the psyche, rendering rich por¬ 
traits of pleasure and poignancy. 
An excellent example is the 
woman who feels like a “Ship in a 


Bottle” from which she yearns for 
“the heart of a little boy sailor to 
come break the bottle and help 
me be free.” McBroom’s charac¬ 
ters hope for a better time, often 
underpinning their memories of 
the past even as they try to stay in 
the moment: “And in the end, 
who can depend on what is yet to 
be? For here and now, there’s only 
you and me.” 

If the new recording is a 
chance to treasure these classic 
songs again, experiencing Mc¬ 
Broom perform them in the inti¬ 
macy of the Plush Room (April 
11-23) is a treat not to be missed. 
Her vocal control, personal poise 
and warmth, and consummate 


professionalism make her one of 
the country’s favorite performers 
in cabarets, clubs and concert 
halls, whether doing her own or 
others’ material. She’ll be joined 
by her pianist, musical arranger 
and collaborator Michele Brour- 
man, with whom she wrote 
“Amanda,” “Best Friend,” and the 
soaring “Make Me a Kite.” One el¬ 
ement missing from the recording 
is McBroom’s humorous songs; in 
concert, her comic timing is im¬ 
peccable. In person and on 
recording, listening to McBroom 
is a journey, as she invites, “Won’t 
you come to me and let me see 
that love can be... whoever you 
are.” T

tra was clearly ready to give the 
composer and Blomstedt a sympa¬ 
thetic performance. 

Another SFS premiere fol¬ 
lowed with Bohuslav Martinu’s 
Rhapsody Concerto for Viola and 
Orchestra. Martinu has always 
been a favorite of mine, and I was 
thrilled to know our own Princi¬ 
pal Violist, Geraldine Walther, 
would essay the solo part. Like 
Blomstedt, she is hardly a flashy 
performer, but her obvious dedi¬ 
cation and talent has made her a 
beloved fixture on the local scene. 
Sporting a new coiffure of light¬ 
ened hair, Walther is finally look¬ 
ing un-self-conscious in the spot¬ 
light, but her unstudied shyness is 
still apparent. It only makes us like 
her more. 

The Rhapsody Concerto is 
aptly named, for it’s more a lyric 
meditation than a showpiece. 
Walther was right at home in the 
quirky Martinu style. It was not a 
momentous occasion, but lovely 
all the same. After intermission, 
the orchestra quickly worked their 
way through Mendelssohn’s Sym¬ 
phony No. 3 in A minor, the Scot¬ 
tish. The connection between 
Gade, Mendelssohn and Blomst¬ 
edt tied the evening up with a tidy 
little bow. All three have com¬ 
manded the podium at the 
Leipzig Gewandhaus. The Scottish 
is full of good tunes and typical 
craftsmanship, and it sounded 
good in a brisk rendition.

Douglas Sills

A fop is not a fairy, though 
modern audiences may 
sometimes miss the distinc¬ 
tion. In The Scarlet Pimpernel, 
Douglas Sills plays a swashbuck¬ 
ling hero whose alter-ego disguise 
is a dandy who seemingly would 
rather preen than duel. 

Sills, widely hailed for his per¬ 
formance in the recent Broadway 
musical, says he is not “playing 
gay” as Sir Percy, “though as a ref¬ 
erence point for audiences, they 
may see that. In terms of being 
named that, homosexuality didn’t 
even occur until late in the 19th 
century.” 

A fop “is a man clearly inter¬ 
ested in matters other than life 
and death,” he said. “A contempo¬ 
rary fop might be our image of 
George Hamilton, or Niles Crane 
on Frasier .” 

The actor is recreating his role 
on tour, arriving this week at the 
Orpheum Theatre, which marks a 
return to his training ground. Sills 
studied at ACT’s acting conserva¬ 
tory in the early ’80s, an experi¬ 
ence that imbued him with the 
importance of the historical con¬ 
text of every role — even in a 
lightweight entertainment like 
The Scarlet Pimpernel. 

“If there is something that has 
distinguished my work in Pimper¬ 
nel for the Broadway community,” 
he said recently from New Haven, 
“it’s bringing that ACT classically- 
trained-actor technique to the 
work. From the moment you walk 
on stage, there must be a why to 
what you’re doing.” 

The Scarlet Pimpernel is based 
on the Baroness Orczy’s classic 
adventure tale of Sir Percival Blak- 
eney, a daring Englishman who 
sets out to rescue victims from the 
excesses of the French Revolution. 
This predecessor of the superhero 
is known only as the Scarlet Pim¬ 
pernel to both those he saves and 
those he battles. To fool his ene¬ 


mies, and even his mystified new 
wife, he and his comrades pretend 
to be dandies in the extreme. 
Frank Wildhorn, best known for 
Jekyll & Hyde, and Nan Knighton 
provided the songs. 

“What we’re doing is specifi¬ 
cally not meant to be the modern 
faggotry version of Stepin’ 
Fetchit,” Sills said. “When Percy 
instructs his men in how to be¬ 
have to deflect attention, some of 
them do go to that place. If it was 
a true period piece, these charac¬ 
ters wouldn’t even know what 
that place was. But in deference to 
modern audiences, some of them 
do go too far, and Percy must rep¬ 
rimand them.” 

In the musical number “The 
Creation of Man,” Percy explains 
that it’s all about plumage. 

“In the song, he creates that 
distinction so they can understand 
it,” Sills said. “The imagery is from 
the animal kingdom, where the 
male of the species is always the 
most beautiful, and what Percy is 
doing is showing them how to 
take that to ridiculous extremes so 
people wouldn’t possibly think 
they are doing anything heroic. 
But the great message of the piece 
is that if you’re stupid enough to 
judge someone that way, you’re 
going to lose. One of the last lines 
of the play is, ‘The true measure of 
a man is on the inside.’ That was a 
line I asked for.” 

Born again 

Sills has seen his clout steadily 
increase as the musical has been 
reborn several times since its less- 
than-auspicious opening in 1997. 
“We’re calling the tour Pimpernel 
4.0” he said. 

In an unheard-of case of the¬ 
atrical resurrection, new producers 
bought the production after it had 
been running on Broadway for a 
year, and brought in a new direc¬ 
tor who rehearsed a new version 
with a new cast during the day, 
while the old version with the old 
cast played at night. Of the stars, 


only Sills made the cut. When the 
previously unamused critics re¬ 
turned for a second look, their 
opinions had markedly improved. 

“I was the one with everything 
to lose,” Sills said. “I was the one 
who had been well-reviewed. As 
the [second] opening night ap¬ 
proached, I was petrified. I 
thought I was going to read, ‘It’s a 
shame. Mr. Sills should have quit 
while he was ahead.’” 

Instead, the critics’ appreciation 
of Sills as a late-blooming Broad¬ 
way star only increased. But when 
yet another version of Pimpernel 
was being prepared — a downsiz¬ 
ing required by the move to a 
smaller Broadway theater — noth¬ 
ing could convince Sills to stay. 

“I was ready for a sanitarium,” 
he said. “There was no one on 
Broadway trying to accomplish 
what I was doing eight times a 
week. One of the deals I had made 
for Pimpernel 2.0 was that I would 
only promise them six perfor¬ 
mances a week. I would try to do 
eight, but I could no longer sacri¬ 
fice everything in my existence for 
that show.” 

When the tour was being read¬ 
ied, the producers came to Sills 
again. This time he said yes. 

“Once I had really rested for 
several months, I began thinking 
differently,” he said. “As I looked 
at the body of work I had created 
to date, a role that allows me this 
kind of spectrum was a rarity. 
There were also a couple of things 
about the show that bugged me 
they were willing to work on if I 
came back. And it was lucrative.” 

Will he be doing the full eight 
performances a week on tour? 
“I’m trying,” he said. “It almost 
prevented us from coming to an 
agreement, but I did want to do it 
and I did understand their plight. 
But I’m only doing the tour for 
four months.” 

Westward ho 

Most of the four months will be 
spent on the West Coast, which may 


have been the most compelling rea¬ 
son for Sill to agree to the tour. 

“I’ve made my artistic home 
on the West Coast,” he said, “so 
the chance to do it there was real¬ 
ly important to me. It gives me the 
chance to show fellow artists 
things they might not have known 
about me.” 

The Michigan native wound 
up based in Los Angeles after his 
years at ACT, which were followed 
by two summers at the Berkeley 
Shakespeare Festival. His happy 
memories of San Francisco, he 
said, include sitting at Cafe Flore 
reading the Bay Area Reporter. 

“I never thought of myself as a 
Los Angeles kind of person,” Sills 
said, “but it just sort of happened.” 

Most of the time has been 
spent working in regional the¬ 
aters, with no expectation of be¬ 
coming a hot property in his late 
30s. He’s happy that it happened 


later rather than sooner. 

“Having lived on the West 
Coast so long, you learn how 
ephemeral all this is,” Sills said. 
“You can’t take it seriously for a 
moment. But what you can take 
to heart is good work, having peo¬ 
ple coming to you and not having 
to audition, having a certain fi¬ 
nancial freedom. These things are 
just tremendously satisfying after 
a long 20-year struggle in the 
provinces.” 

Does he have someone special 
to share it all with? “I do, thank 
you, and it makes all the differ¬ 
ence,” Sills said. “That, and a lot of 
therapy.” ▼

character too well. Avaricious, 
grasping, devious, nasty, cunning, 
manipulative, vixenish, oversexed. 
I’m not any of those things, but 
that is what a lot of people see me 
as. I am strong. I am assertive. I’m 
a survivor. And I have a certain 
toughness about me, but I also 
think I have a certain vulnerabili¬ 
ty, which I hope I’m going to be 
able to bring to Melissa.” 

In A.R. Gurney’s Love Letters, 
Collins will play Melissa Gardner to 
George Hamilton’s Andrew Make¬ 
peace Ladd III, two scions of 
upper-crust families whose lifelong 
relationship is traced through their 
letters. For Andy, success in career 
and family comes easily, but for 
Melissa, there is divorce, disappoint¬ 
ment, and tragedy. Their changing 
fortunes put the emotional sparks in 
this epistolary drama. 

Coward turn 

This will be Collins’ first time 
performing Love Letters, which 
has starred scores of celebrities 
pairing since its debut in 1989, 
but it will not be her first time on 
stage in San Francisco. In 1991, 
she starred as Amanda Prynne in 
Noel Coward’s Private Lives, a 
production that landed her on 
Broadway the following year. 

In his review in The New York 
Times, theater critic Frank Rich 
wrote, “An ideal Amanda Prynne 
she is not, but she may be the best 
possible Joan Collins.” 

She remembered the review. “I 
don’t quite understand what he 
meant by that,” Collins said. 
“Would you explain what you 
think that means?” 

Perhaps that your personality 
is larger than the characters you 
play, I suggested. 

“Tread in a lot of reviews that 
Private Lives was written for the 
characters of a very strong actor 
and actress, that you play more or 
less your own character,” Collins 
said. “And that’s what Gertrude 
Lawrence did and that’s what 
Noel Coward did, and I guess 
that’s what I did. As far as apolo¬ 
gizing for being Joan Collins, no, I 
don’t. If people want to come and 
see Joan Collins, they don’t expect 
to see Lynn Redgrave.” 

But Love Letters, she knows, is 
different. “I can’t change the way 
that I look, nor am I going to 
change my voice, but I think this 
is a play that is charming and 
sweet and very moving.” 

Can she be charming and 
sweet? “Have you ever seen me in 
Star Trek? You haven’t? Go and 
rent it right now. You’ve never 
seen anybody so sweet and sim¬ 
ple. It is the most favorite Star

Trek for Trekkies, and it’s the only 
one in which William Shatner 
falls in love, and he falls in love 
with this angelic missionary 
worker. C’est moi .” 

Her efforts to distance herself 
from Alexis are often undone by 
the high drama that seems to exist 
in personal life. There have been 
four tumultuous marriages, the 
most recent being to a young 
Swedish rock star who ended up 
suing her for alimony. And then 
there was the suit filed by Ran¬ 
dom House trying to get back its 
$1 million advance for a 
Collins-penned novel that the 
publisher deemed unusable. 

“I have to say that I think high 
drama happens to a lot of people,” 
she said, “but if you’re famous, it 
becomes front-page news.” 

Connubial bliss 

Collins, 66, has been happily 
coupled for the past 12 years with 
Robin Hurlstone, an English art 
dealer 15 years her junior. “He’s 
the greatest love of my life,” she 
said. “He’s my partner, my lover, > 
and the most adorable and won¬ 
derful man one could ever possi¬ 
bly meet, and that’s all I’m going 
to say about lym, because he is 
antipatico to the press.” 

She’s in a pretty good space 
these days. “I have a wonderful 
family, lover, friends, and I do feel 
I have overcome a lot of hideous¬ 
ness in my life,” she said. “There 
have been some hiccups in the last 
few years. My daughter is getting 
divorced, and that does not thrill 
me, and there was that thing with 
whatever that publishing compa¬ 
ny’s name was. But the last few 
years have more or less been very 
good for me.” 

That contrasts considerably 
with what should have been a 
golden period for Collins: her 
nine years on Dynasty. “Through 
most of Dynasty she said, “I was 
miserable. First of all, one of my 
children was recovering from a se¬ 
rious accident, and then the hus¬ 
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band I was married to became ad¬ 
dicted to narcotics and decided to 
embezzle a lot of money, and then 
I made a foolish mistake and mar¬ 
ried the Swede. Working on Dy¬ 
nasty was huge fun, but my per¬ 
sonal life was a total mess.” 

With former husband Anthony 
Newley’s death and the illness of 
several close friends, Collins has 
developed a “seize the moment” at¬ 
titude towards life. “It is very much 
my philosophy to do as much as 
one can to not only make oneself 
happy,” she said, “but to make the 
people around one happy.” 

It’s a philosophy that runs 
through her new book My 
Friends’ Secrets, in which she in¬ 
terviews 25 female celebrity 
friends who are over 40. “I call 
them Generation Zest,” she said. 

Other current projects include 
the upcoming Flintstones in Viva 
Rock Vegas, in which she plays 
Wilma’s mother, and a recurring 
role as an interior designer on the 
TV series Will & Grace. 

In the first episode she shot, to 
air later this season, all her scenes 
are with Grace and her assistant 
Karen. For many fans of the show, 
the notion of Megan Mullally’s 
Karen and Joan Collins’ anybody 
in the same room together is a 
queen’s paradise. We’ll have to 
wait till the fall to see how Collins 
and Sean Hayes’ Jack hit if off. 

Joan Collins may claim that 
she is nothing like Alexis, that 
there is no more high drama in 
her life than in anyone else’s, and 
that she isn’t a down-and-dirty 
diva. But who wants to believe 
that? She’s a soap opera in her 
own prime time. V

Stitching a Revolution: 

The Making of an Activist by Cleve 
Jones; HarperSanFrancisco, $26 

T he first time I saw the Quilt 
was at the first National 
March on Washington in Oc¬ 
tober 1987. I’d walked the last cou¬ 
ple of miles in a rush of endor¬ 
phins with my friend Derek. 

Everyone on the streets seemed to 
be shouting — but when we 
turned onto the Mali, we stepped 
into an unexpected zone of silence. 

Spread out on the lawn before us 
were nearly 2,000 colored panels, 
each the size of a grave. Derek and 

I walked over, our arms around each other, knowing that a panel 
with his name would soon be numbered among its company. 

Stories like this could be repeated 10,000 times over. Every time 
I visited the Quilt, I was astonished by its palpable power, the way 
its evident grief and incongruous humor would work upon its 
viewers — families and strangers stunned and comforted by this 
witness of the dead. The Quilt is the most tactile and personal of 
monuments. “Straight men would have built a monument of stone 
or steel,” a friend remarked in awe. “Only gay men would come up 
with something as whimsical as this.” 

Naturally the Quilt, has had its critics. The notorious Daniel Har¬ 
ris pronounced it the “very pinnacle of AIDS kitsch,” decrying the 
“spurious aura of artsy-craftiness” evident in the Quilt’s homemade 
panels. In his view, those responsible for marketing the epidemic 
“have attempted to place its primary commemorative monument 
within the wholesome tradition of American history. AIDS is stripped 
of its stigma as the scourge of depraved homosexuals and endowed 
instead with the integrity of a bucolic community in which good-na¬ 
tured rustics of unspoiled simplicity produced their handicrafts.” 

Exactly. The genius of the Quilt is the inadvertent ingenuity with 
which it restores the exiled dead to the mythic American Family. 
Perversely, the Quilt’s kitsch engenders authenticity, by giving grief 
a stage and healing a place to begin. 

In his winsome memoir, Stitching a Revolution: The Making of 
an Activist, the Quilt’s founder is blind to such strange ironies. (Not 
that it matters; critics like Harris have enough sulhiric sentiment 
for a caravan of activists.) Cleve Jones’ book is important not for its 
political insight, but for the everyday history it documents. Other 
writers have more powerfully described gay life in San Francisco 
or the harrowing history of the epidemic — yet years from now 
when readers wonder what it was like to be alive in the 1980s, try¬ 
ing to make sense of the sudden death of so many friends, books 
like Stitching a Revolution will be invaluable. For his peculiarly 
American inspiration, Cleve Jones deserves a place in the gay pan¬ 
theon of the 20th century. Innocent of its pretensions, his memoir 
is a noble account. ▼

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MTFs, and intact “goddesses” of 
the movement like Annie Sprinkle 
and “trans hag” Tornado — are 
engaged with society to a consid¬ 
erable degree. Sandy Stone and 
Susan Stryker, both MTFs, are 
well-known academics; FTMs 
Stafford, Texas Tomboy, and Jordy 
Jones are visual artists and Web 
mavens. Treut shows them party¬ 
ing, having dinner, skydiving, rid¬ 
ing motorcycles, performing their 
art, and having fun. What sets 
them apart is their determination 
to live in a way that pleases them, 
without the restrictions of gender 
roles, which involves treating their 
own bodies as the ultimate canvas. 

Their sense of heroic opposi¬ 
tion and experimentation perme¬ 
ates the film and provides much 
of its interest. Texas Tomboy, for 


example, refuses all labels, which 
confounds his/her adopted 
“mother,” Tornado. Stafford is an 
artist who answers the question 
“Are you a boy or a girl?” with 
“Yes.” Sandy Stone talks about the 
“endless” varieties of gender, and 
if that’s surely a wild overstate¬ 
ment, the film shows enough vari¬ 
ants to give plenty of food for 
thought. Among the most in¬ 
triguing interviewees is Hida Vi- 
lario, born a girl but with, as she 
says, in some respects “a male 
body.” She tells a hilarious story 
about a vacation where she was 
mistaken by everybody for “this 
flaming fag traipsing through 
Costa Rica with a little top on.” 
Hida looks like a boy, lives as a 
dyke, and happily inhabits a “mid¬ 
dle ground” between male and fe¬ 
male. 

Still, this path can’t be an easy 
one, despite nature’s apparent ap¬ 
proval via the hyena’s example, 


and this is one area where the film 
falls short. It’s a little reminiscent 
of Word Is Out in looking at the 
lives of a pretty bourgeois group. 
They’re all highly intelligent, ver¬ 
bally adroit, in some cases gor¬ 
geous and charismatic, and seem¬ 
ingly quite settled in their lives. 
There are moments when a 
rougher reality emerges, as when 
they talk about past discrimina¬ 
tion or dealing with shady doctors 
dispensing potentially harmful 
gender-altering drugs. But for the 
most part, this is an almost too 
uplifting and congenial a picture. 
In Treut’s defense, it’s clear that 
she’s aware of the film’s narrow 
scope, so it may be overreaching 
to fault her for not making a 
deeper study of the range of expe¬ 
rience in the TG world. ▼

Spike & Mike

The fest’s more seriously artful 
side can be seen in several entries. 
David Gainey’s Fishing is a stark, 
plaintive drama about, well, fish¬ 
ing, starring a Jules Feiffer-like 
character drawn with simple lines 
and played out against a pure 
white background. More proof, if 
it were needed, that less is more. 
Much more complex, and thrilling 


indeed, is Vuk Jevremovic’s Pan¬ 
ther, a ravishing pencil drawing 
evocation of the cat’s majestic 
beauty, inspired by a Rilke poem. 

Majesty and beauty are all well 
and good, but how about nasty, 
lowdown humor? Darren Walsh’s 
Angry Kid fits this bill. The subject 
of several vignettes, the “angry 
kid” is a monstrous brat with 
blazing red hair that sticks out to a 
point on either side. This grue¬ 
some, grinning creature torments 
his father, demanding to hear his 
favorite tape (“Captain Thunder- 


pants”) and mock-innocently 
running down a list of dirty words 
for possible use. In one scene he’s 
watching a sex education video 
that includes such dubiously clin¬ 
ical dialogue as, “The baby is 
pushed out of the woman’s poon- 
tang.” The kid, animated by the 
folks who created Wallace and 
Grommit, is sufficiently freaky to 
inspire a mini-cult. 

One of the standouts (and like 
several of the works this year, an 
award winner) is Eugene Fe-

Denmark’s perfect pop 

Aqua and other Danish sounds

n the fall of 1997, Danish pop 
band Aqua exploded into the 
global big time with the single 
“Barbie 'Girl” and the album 
Aquarium (MCA). They became 
the guiltiest kind of pleasure, mak¬ 
ing the kind of music that only 
children under 8 are supposed to 
like. Taking pleasure in pop music 
of Aqua’s ilk is widely experienced 
as some kind of dirty secret. 

Aqua can’t be understood out¬ 
side of the cultural context of 
Danish pop music. The pop 
music coming out of Denmark 
seeks to create flawless perfection. 
Danish pop shaves off the edges, 
appropriates and revamps. Credi¬ 
bility is not its first concern. At¬ 
tempting irony, it is meticulously 
produced, and sung almost exclu¬ 
sively in English. 

Aqua have inspired a copycat. A 
duo called Toy-Box, also from 
Denmark, have followed in Aqua’s 
footsteps. Toy-Box have sold de¬ 
cently in Europe and Asia by di¬ 
rectly regurgitating various features 
of Aqua’s first album — sequencer- 
driven dance beats, extremely gen¬ 
dered vocals, and heavy stylization. 

Aqua themselves appear to be 
moving away from this trademark 
sound. To be sure, Aquarius (new 
from MCA) cranks out the purest 
pop. It’s just not quite so formula¬ 
ic. Thankfully, male vocalist Rene 
Dif has ceased to unleash his 
painfully bad Nordic rapping; for 


her part, female vocalist Lene 
Nystom relies less on high- 
pitched, overtly girlie vocals. 

Most songs on Aquarius in¬ 
voke an explicit and contained 
narrative, neatly priming the 
imaginations of future video di¬ 
rectors. Cashing in on the Latin 
craze is “Cuba Libre”; a mini-hor¬ 
ror movie is encapsulated in “Hal¬ 
loween”; a country-and-western 
video could easily be spun from 
“Freaky Friday.” These songs are 
stories unto themselves, more 
events than songs. 

The triumphalism of the or¬ 
chestrations is striking. They go 
for broke on each track. These 
arrangements are a far cry from 
the organization of “Barbie Girl.” 
For the most part, the ballads and 
mid-tempo tracks are less seduc¬ 
tive than the dander songs, but 
the entire album is captivating. 
While the first album unleashed a 
recognizable sound, Aquarius 
contains fewer soundalikes. 

Aqua have managed to create 
an album rare among recent pop 
releases in its complete absence of 
samples. Aside from the orches¬ 
tration of the chorus on “Around 
the World” (reminiscent of Abba’s 
“The Winner Takes It All”), the 
steals are few and far between. 
Clearly, Aqua realize that they 
can’t rely on what has come to be 
recognized as the Aqua sound. 
The only tracks on Aquarius that 
sound like the old Aqua are “Hal¬ 
loween” and “Bumble Bees.”

Trance and alligators 

Danish pop music doesn’t 
simply consist of Aqua and Aqua¬ 
like exaggeration. Trance forma¬ 
tion Hampenberg’s high-pitched 
vocals and stuttered techno on 
songs like “Grab that thing” and 
“Show some class” take commer¬ 
cial trance to a slightly darker, 
twisted place. There is more than 
an incidental nod to drum ’n’ 
bass, as well as early ’80s R8cB in 
the sharp edges of these beats and 
vocals. 

Not a million musical miles 
from Hampenberg is Denmark’s 
latest dance pop success story, the 
DJ Aligator Project. The Project’s 
first release, “The Whistle Song,” 
moved straight from floor-filler to 
the top of the Danish singles chart 
earlier this month. DJ Aligator 
(the spelling cites the DJ’s name, 
Ali) netted a record contract after 
he pressed and distributed 200 
copies of “Whistle Song” to clubs. 

Perhaps the most promising of 
recent Danish acts is the Barcode 
Brothers, whose quiet tunes are 
denuded of the brassiness found 
in most contemporary trance. 
The Barcode Brothers have 
dubbed their music “minimalistic 
pop-techno.” It is spare music. 


Blomstedt 
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Heavy set 

Last week, Blomstedt wrapped 
up his stay with a big concerto 
performance and a rather heavy- 
handed but ultimately satisfying 
set of variations by neglected 
composer Max Reger. Pianist Ho- 
racio Gutierrez gave a meticulous 
if uninspired rendition of 
Beethoven’s Piano Concerto No. 
5, the Emperor, and the game mu¬ 
sicians made a meal of Reger’s 
Variations and Fugue on a Theme 
by J. Adam Hiller (also a SFS first). 

Gutierrez proves his ability 
with every appearance. His tone is 
big and his playing sharply de¬ 
fined. The Emperor has had many 
remarkable interpreters in mod¬ 
ern times, and we have been treat¬ 
ed on disc to the poetry of Mur¬ 
ray Perahia, the magisterial com¬ 
mand of Artur Rubinstein, the fire 
of Daniel Barenboim and the per¬ 
fect phrasing of Wilhelm Kempff. 
Gutierrez can hardly compete, but 
his clarity and poise make a 
strong impression, even if we 
never really get much in the way 
of personal insight.

Spike & Mike 
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dorenko and Rose Newlove’s Vil¬ 
lage of Idiots. Based on a Jewish 
folk tale, the film has hilarious di¬ 
alogue, to wit: “People called us a 
village of idiots, but our rabbi said 
we were a village of geniuses with 
our own way of Figuring things 
out.” Lead character Schmendrick 
is a classic mensch who’s so stupid 
he leaves town and returns think¬ 
ing he’s in a different town, and the 
story takes innumerable absurd 
turns from there. The brown pen¬ 
cil art is highly evocative, and the 
imagery consistently witty, as in 
the scene when Schmendrick 
plants his ass on a chimney, forc¬ 
ing smoke into a house and inspir¬ 
ing hysteria throughout the town. 

One of the fest’s most bizarre

and all the more beguiling for this 
sparseness. Songs like “Dooh 
dooh” and “Tele” have been quite 
successful in Denmark, and they 
have a haunting effect. 

Danish pop music made for 
preteen audiences, sung in Danish 
and clearly not designed to be 
marketed outside of Denmark (for 
example, Bla 0jne and Creamy) is 
also very clever and very smooth¬ 
ly produced. These acts produce 
excellent music by any pop stan¬ 
dard, putting enough energy into 
hook-littered choruses to sound¬ 
track countless adolescences. 

Denmark would seem to be a 
breeding ground of noteworthy 
and exciting pop music, all the 
more so because it doesn’t under¬ 
stand itself in terms of authenticity. 
This context helps to explain how 
an album as seamless and perfect as 
Aquarius could come to be. ▼ 


The Reger Variations prompt¬ 
ed Blomstedt to give his own kind 
of MTT introduction, stepping up 
to a microphone to make clear 
what was hardly a mystery to 
begin with. His droll remarks al¬ 
most bordered on whimsy, but 
like an eccentric and well-liked 
uncle, he charmed us with the 
story of a girl who found eleven 
ways to keep her lover. The Varia¬ 
tions could be more succinct, but 
they are by turns amusing and 
imposing, and they were given a 
bang-up performance. With so 
much Reger going unheard, it was 
surprising to find this piece on the 
bill. Still, we must thank Herbert 
Blomstedt for finally bringing the 
Variations here. Naturally, we’ll be 
looking forward to his next visit. 

MTT won’t be back at Davies 
until May, but the past weeks have 
proven that good music can still 
be heard in his absence. Coming 
weeks include some major con¬ 
certo performances, with the re¬ 
turn of pianist Jean-Yves 
Thibaudet in Liszt’s Piano Con¬ 
certo No. 1, the Shostakovich 
Cello Concerto No. 2 with 
Michael Grebanier, Mozart’s 
Piano Concerto No. 20 with Gar¬ 
rick Ohlsson, and Midori playing 
the Dvorak Violin Concerto. ▼ 


entries is also the most poignant, 
Pjotr Sapegin’s One Day a Man 
Bought a House. This twisted, ulti¬ 
mately endearing piece turns ex¬ 
termination — the house has a 
human-size female rat who wears 
a dress — into a love affair, as the 
rat interprets all the man’s at¬ 
tempts to get rid of her, from poi¬ 
son “rat salami” to a bear trap, as 
attempts at courtship. A photo

Generic name: efavirenz (eh-FAH-vih-rehnz) 


Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you refill your 
prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as your only source of information 
about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor when you start taking your medicine and 
at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase 
inhibitor” (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA must 
be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, SUSTIVA has been 
shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type of immune cell in blood). 
SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other infections 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to practice safe 
sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once a day 

by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during the first few 
weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating (see What are the 
possible side effects of SUSTIVA?). 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without meals; 
however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away. 

If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. 

If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. 

Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is ■ 
very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped 
for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem 
in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side effects while 
your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower than the dose for adults. 
Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right 
dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 


What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• 'Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or unusual 
dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be less noticeable if 
you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you’ve taken the medicine for a few 
weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect mood or ability to think clearly. 
These side effects occur more often in patients with a history of mental illness or substance abuse. 

Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) 
drugs. You should avoid driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any change 
in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your 
doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. However, 
this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with other anti-HIV drugs. 

Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss a more 
complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. Tell your 
doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen in animals 
treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. You should use a condom 
or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor 
immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA 
if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor may change 
your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you-take. This includes those you buy 
over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much you take, 
and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the medicines 
you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken with 
SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:* * 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 

The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either SUSTIVA 
or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at http://www.sustiva.com.

know, the one in the commercials 
where they serve unsuspecting 
customers Folger’s coffee. When 
you read about it in restaurant re¬ 
views, it’s invariably called a ‘fa¬ 
vorite place to pop the question.”’ 

The question that was popped 
turned out to have a long fuse at¬ 
tached, a fuse that would slowly 
burn for the next year and a half. 
Like an old vaudeville act, Doug 
and Andrew’s wedding plans 
would inspire a fair share of run¬ 
ning gags, pratfalls, double-takes 
and double entendres, both with¬ 
in the extended Wythe and Mer- 
ling clans and through television 
to a global village of millions. To 


enough to title as well as number 
their chapters. Fittingly, Chapter 
One, dealing with the blind date, 
courtship and engagement, is 
called “A Risky Proposition.” Both 
Doug and Andrew had been suf¬ 
fering through the dating blahs — 
both had been dumped, humiliat¬ 
ingly enough, by guys they 
worked with — so it was off to 
Brunch Buddies rent-a-yenta for 
some love in the afternoon. Since 
Doug worked in television, An¬ 
drew figured the least that could 
happen was that he would get to 
meet Joan Rivers. Doug was just 
happy if the waiters at the restau¬ 
rant he had been haunting during 
his bachelor days didn’t write him 
off as a hooker. 

Six dates later, the boys are tak¬ 
ing time to get know each other,

their horror that they both have 
control issues. It's a crisis when 
they can't agree on a couch color. 


put it bluntly, what Doug and An¬ 
drew were asking Andrew’s some¬ 
what liberal parents was not 
merely to bless their relationship, 
but to give their son and his lover 
— soon to be spouse — the full 
trappings of a traditional wedding 
ceremony. 

The idea of giving their boy 
away to another boy would give 
Roslyn and Sheldon Merling 
more than their fair share of 
doubts and second thoughts. 
Their son’s gayness didn’t bother 
them, nor his sleeping with a guy 
under their roof, nor calling 
themselves domestic partners. But 
a wedding — in Jewish Montreal! 
The journey from the ring at Sign 
of the Dove to the soulful kiss in a 
banquet room at Eaton’s was to be 
a bumpy one. 

Chat it out 

The Wedding is really a nonfic¬ 
tion novel with four authors. The 
book is an offshoot of interviews 
done with Doug Wythe and the 
Merlings for the ABC program 
Turning Point, where Wythe 
works as a producer. In fact, con¬ 
senting to sit for the cameras 
turned out to be a catalyst in 
pushing Sheldon Merling to pay 
for a ceremony about which he 
had grave doubts. The Wedding 
reads like an ongoing chat room 
where Doug, Andrew, Roslyn and 
Sheldon agree to keep talking 
until they find common ground 
or exhaust themselves trying. 
Four individuals taking the time 
to really discover who each other 
are and the uncomfortable dis¬ 
tances that separate them — why, 
when Doug and Andrew say 
“wedding,” Sheldon and Roslyn 
hear “commitment ceremony.” 

The Wedding is also like a long 
gossipy miniseries where we get to 
eavesdrop on four unique charac¬ 
ters: Wythe, during most of his 
youth estranged from his family, 
whose previous relationships in¬ 
cluded one with a man who could 
only be sexual while pretending to 
be asleep; Merling, a young Cana¬ 
dian trying to make it profession¬ 
ally in New York while enduring a 
series of affairs where he was the 
one who cared too much; Sheldon 
Merling, a father who finds him¬ 
self having raised two gay sons, 
one flesh of his flesh and the other 
by adoption; and Roslyn Merling, 
a professional social worker who 
remembers very casually asking 
Andrew if he and Doug were con¬ 
sidering marriage. What could she 
have been thinking? 

The Wedding revives one of my 
favorite literary stunts — writers 
who are daring and imaginative 


and suddenly it all clicks, one 
sunny day at the beach. Fast for¬ 
ward now to moving in together 
— Doug and Andrew discover to 
their horror that they both have 
control issues. Dreams of mar¬ 
riage nearly die when they can’t 
agree on a couch color. Things 
look grim for our heroes until 
that magic night at Sign of the 
Dove when Doug brings Andrew’s 
attention to the gold band on his 
dessert plate. 

Tart of gold 

Doug: “My palms were moist 
with sweat by the time the tart ar¬ 
rived. At first I didn’t see any gold 
poking out from under the front 
‘V’ of the tart... Would the ring 
wind up under another patron’s 
dessert, the scene ending with my 
forced announcement to the 
room that the ring was really in¬ 
tended for my, ummm ... 
boyfriend?” 

Andrew: “When I first held the 
gold band and examined it, I was¬ 
n’t playing dumb. I really hadn’t 
gotten it yet. Then Doug said the 
words. ‘Will you marry me?’... Of 
course, I said yes, but I was ner¬ 
vous, even scared. Just how 
scared, I didn’t realize until later. 
Those feelings were hidden deep.” 

The Sign of the Dove having 
given flight to their dream, Doug 
and Andrew were unprepared for 
how Roslyn and Sheldon would 
greet their “good news.” Sheldon, 
by temperament a cautious if not 
conservative man, made a mantra 
out his desire not to be a pioneer, 
and to her horror, Roslyn found 
herself agreeing with him. “As 
Sheldon repeated his fear, for the 
fourth or fifth time, ‘It’s never 
been done! What will people say 
about this?’ I had an epiphany 
that stirred me to an astonishing 
self-realization. I looked at Shel¬ 
don, and his negative reaction to 
the news of the wedding. And to 
my shock, I saw myself in him ... 
I’ve been holding back. When An¬ 
drew talks to me about this, I clam 
up. I’m not overjoyed. Why have I 
been behaving this way?” 

The Wedding illustrates a para¬ 
dox of North American social his¬ 
tory— that the Jewish communi¬ 
ty has been a veritable caldron of 
fervor for civil rights and social 
change movements, but it is one 
thing to root for the downtrodden 
in the South or Latin America, 
and quite another to support a so¬ 
cial revolution within one’s own 
family. Doug and Andrew had one 
thing going for them — their 
wedding date was 18 months 
away, and as events would prove, 
they would need every moment to 


make their case for an event that 
would attract the eyes of two na¬ 
tions. 

During the Jazz Age of the 
’20s, prosperity and a sense of 
boundless opportunities fueled 
the Harlem Renaissance and 
made African-American civil 
rights seem both impossible and 
somehow irrelevant. A worldwide 
depression, war and revolution 
would inspire new dreams and 
new heroes. In the 70s, personal 
freedoms carved out in the ’60s 
were taken to the limits of desire 
and biological possibility. The fin 
de siecle brought AIDS, the end of 
the Cold War and a technological 
revolution that has again made 
necessary new dreams and new 
kinds of heroes. 

At the end of The Wedding, 
Sheldon, the man who didn’t 
want to be a pioneer, gets up at his 
gay son’s nuptials and toasts a 
roomful of pioneers. “I have had 
many‘heroes’ or people I have ad¬ 
mired and respected over the 
years. They have changed and 
evolved over time. They may have 
started with comic-book charac¬ 
ters in my youth to people in 
sports during my adolescent 
years, but today I have a clearer 
picture of the people I truly re¬ 
spect and appreciate — my ‘he¬ 
roes of today,’ if you like. I am re¬ 
ferring to you, my friends — not 
compelled to be here ... We wish 
Doug and Andrew a hearty mazel 
tov and tell them that they are 
amongst true friends.” T
